To  THE  Editor:  My  attention 
has  been  called  to  an  article  (E  & 
P,  March  6,  page  70).  The  last 
paragraph  is  seriously  in  error.  It 
read,  as  follows: 

“  ‘Censoring  of  newspaper  ad¬ 
vertising  copy,  on  either  a  manda¬ 
tory  or  voluntary  basis,  is  not  only 
an  over-extension  of  the  Liquor 
Department’s  authority  and  exact¬ 
ly  opposite  to  the  historic  precepts 
of  a  free  press,  but  it  also  discrim¬ 
inates  against  newspapers,  since  ad¬ 
vertising  in  magazines  and  on  radio 
and  television  is  not  affected  in  any 
way  by  the  Department’s  Adver¬ 
tising  Committee’.” 

Regulation  44  of  the  Ohio  Board 
of  Liquor  Control  relative  to  ad¬ 
vertisements  of  alcholic  beverages, 
which  the  Advertising  Committee 
was  interpreting  and  applying,  is 
all-inclusive  and  applies  to  all 
forms  and  all  types  of  alcholic 
beverage  advertisements. 

•At  no  time  was  there  any  dis¬ 
crimination  against  newspapers; 
neither  did  the  Regulation  nor  the 
Advertising  Committee  attempt  to 
restrain  the  freedom  of  the  press.

He  quit  to  become  a 
reporter.  That  was  in  1932.  He  moved 
rapidly  —  the  Lincoln  Star,  The  Associated 
Press,  the  Omaha  World-Herald,  the 
United  Press.  He  was  UP  labor  editor  in 
Washington  for  a  while  before  switching 
to  politics. 

Since  joining  The  New  York  Times  in  1941, 
Bill  Lawrence  has  moved  just  as  rapidly 
—Washington,  London,  Moscow  for  a  couple 
of  years  as  bureau  chief.  He  was  a  war 
correspondent  in  the  Pacific.  He  was 
correspondent  in  the  Balkans  until  the 
Bulgarians  threw  him  out  for  reporting 
them  pro-Soviet.  He  toured  South  America 
on  special  assignment.

In  coming  off  with  the  top  ban¬ 
ana,  Mr.  Coons,  44  years  old,  was 
merely  following  tradition.  Last 
year  fellow-worker  Bob  Wendlinger 
took  first  with  a  suicide  picture. 


Mr.  Wendlinger,  a  free  lance 
photographer  at  the  time,  snapped 
a  picture  of  a  man  just  as  he  was 
jumping  off  the  George  Washing¬ 
ton  Bridge. 

The  Mirror  cameraman  made  his 
prizewinner  during  the  early  eve¬ 
ning  of  last  Aug.  24  while  cruising 
around  in  the  newspaper’s  radio 
car  chasing  down  police  calls.  He 
has  been  with  the  Mirror  21  years, 
spending  all  that  time  with  the 
night  shift. 

Helen  Keller’s  sensitive  fingers 
and  President  Eisenhower’s  expres¬ 
sive  face  combined  to  give  Mr. 
Corte  his  fine  picture.  The  former 
war  photographer  recorded  the 
scene  at  the  White  House  during 
M  iss  Keller’s  first  visit  there.  The 
gifted  blind  woman  told  her  in¬ 
terpreter  that  she  could  “see”  Ike’s 
smile.

One  Morning  Daily  for  D.  C. 


Col.  McCormick  Cites  His  Ill  Health 
For  Causing  Sale;  $8,500,000  Price 


Washington 
Twenty-one  years  ago  a  jour¬ 
nalistic  derelict,  the  Washington 
Post  this  week  bought  up  the 
Washington  Times-Herald  and  ex¬ 
panded  into  an  all-day  newspaper. 

Eugene  Meyer,  the  financier  and 
government  servant  who  quit  re¬ 
tirement  in  1933  to  be  a  newspa¬ 
per  publisher,  paying  $825,000  for 
the  Post  at  a  public  sale,  again 
stunned  the  nation’s  capital  with 
acquisition  of  a  property  from 
Col.  Robert  R.  McCormick.  The 
price  in  the  Times-Herald  sale 
was  more  than  10  times  what  the 
Post  brought  at  auction. 

Severance  Obligation 
“You  won’t  be  far  wrong  if 
you  say  $8,500,000.”  an  authori¬ 
tative  voice  in  the  Chicago  Trib¬ 
une  organization  advised  Editor 
&  PtIBLISIIFR. 

The  Tribune  bought  the  Times- 
Herald  for  $4,500,000  in  1951 
from  a  group  of  executives  to 
whom  the  property  had  been  be¬ 
queathed  by  Mrs.  Eleanor  M. 
Patterson,  a  cousin  of  Colonel 
McCormick’s. 

Payment  of  huge  severance  ob¬ 
ligations  and  an  increased  value 
on  the  modernized  Times-Herald 
plant  figured  largely  in  the  new 
price.  The  Times-Herald  had  ap¬ 
proximately  1.300  employes,  and 
the  deal  included  a  pledge  by  Mr. 
Meyer  to  Colonel  McCormick  that 
generous  termination  pay  settle¬ 
ments  will  be  made  for  those  who 
cannot  be  absorbed  in  the  expand¬ 
ed  Post  organization. 

Some  Timc.s-Herald  equipment 
is  being  repurchased  by  the  Chi¬ 
cago  Tribune. 

James  Russell  Wiggins,  manag¬ 
ing  editor  of  the  Post,  told  E&P 
the  number  of  T-H  editorial  staff¬ 
ers  who  will  be  retained  will  be 
“small.”  The  new  combined  pa¬ 
per,  with  three  morning  editions 
and  two  in  the  evening,  will  re¬ 
quire  additional  help  in  the  Post’s 
$6,0()(),()00  production  plant  on  L 
Street. 

Supplements  Retained 
The  Post  has  been  employing 
about  800  persons. 

An  office  to  assist  Times-Her<ald 
people  in  finding  new  jobs  was 
set  up  immediately  at  the  instruc¬ 
tion  of  Mr.  Meyer  and  his  son-in- 
law,  Philip  L.  Graham,  who  is 
president  and  publisher  of  the 
Post.  It  was  placed  in  charge  of 
Robert  E.  Thurston,  the  Post’s 
chief  accountant. 

Most  of  the  Times-Herald  fea¬ 
tures  will  be  continued  in  the 
Washington  Post  and  Times-Her¬ 
ald.  On  Sunday  the  paper  will 


carry  T-H  comics.  Parade  and  the 
American  Weekly.  The  Post  Sun¬ 
day  edition  has  been  running  just 
above  200,000  and  the  Times- 
Herald  has  been  near  300,000. 

Among  T-H  features  that  were 
left  out  were  Westbrook  Pegler, 
Billy  Rose  and  Victor  Riesel  col¬ 
umns. 

The  purchase  leaves  the  Post 
alone  in  the  morning  field,  the 
la-st  of  many  A.M.’s  that  have  tried 
to  make  a  “go”  of  it  in  this  fa¬ 
mous  newspaper  cemetery.  The 
Times-Herald  sold  about  260.000 
copies  daily  while  the  Post,  with 
consistent  gains,  had  broken  the 
200,000  mark. 

The  Star,  which  made  its  bow 
in  1852  as  the  first  Washington 
paper  shunning  government  pa¬ 
tronage,  has  exceeded  225,000 
daily  and  260,000  Sunday.  The 
Scripps-Howard' tabloid,  the  .News, 
holds  around  150,000  daily.  It 
has  no  Sunday  edition. 

When  the  Post  celebrated  its 
75th  anniversary  Dec.  7,  1952,  it 
showed  off  the  125  awards— Pu¬ 
litzers.  Ayer  Cups,  etc. — which  it 
had  won  in  the  years  under  Meyer 
ownership.  And  the  biographical 
sketch  recalled  that  Stilson  Hutch¬ 
ins  ran  a  lusty  and  impudent  jour¬ 
nal  in  the  early  days. 

Politically  Independent 

Under  the  Meyer-Graham  oper¬ 
ation  the  Post  has  maintained  an 
independent  political  stand.  It 
supported  the  New  Deal,  fought 
with  President  Roosevelt  on  some 
of  his  policies,  b,ackcd  President 
Truman  on  welfare  and  social 
policies,  swung  to  General  Eisen¬ 
hower  for  President  in  1952,  criti¬ 
cized  him  lately  for  his  soft  poli¬ 
cy  on  Senator  McCarthy. 

The  Times-Herald  has  been  fol¬ 
lowing  a  Chicago  Tribune  policy 
closely  and  has  been  an  ardent 
supporter  of  the  Wisconsin  Sena¬ 
tor. 

Tribune  stock,  formerly  owned 
by  “Cissy”  Patterson,  was  pur¬ 
chased  by  the  Tribune  Company 
and  Tribune  executives  at  the 
time  the  Tribune  bought  the 
Times-Herald.  Sale  of  the  Times 
Herald  to  the  Post  did  not  involve 
any  Tribune  stock. 

Sale  of  the  Times-Herald  takes 
the  “Chicago  Tribune  family”  out 
of  the  Washington  field  for  first 
time  in  almost  a  quarter  century. 
The  Tribune  family  entered  the 
Washington  field  in  1930,  when 
Mrs.  Patterson  was  named  editor 
of  the  Times-Herald  by  William 
Randolph  Hearst. 

The  Washington  bureau  of  the 
Chicago  Tribune  on  Wednesday 


issued  the  following  statement; 

“Col.  McCormick  said  that  now 
that  he  has  been  relieved  of  the 
responsibility  of  running  a  news¬ 
paper  here,  he  will  have  more 
time  to  devote  to  keeping  in  close 
touch  with  national  problems  and 
national  affairs. 

“He  plans  to  spend  much  of  the 
Spring  and  Autumn  in  Washing¬ 
ton,  and  will  be  here  often  at 
other  times  of  the  year.” 

Mrs.  Patterson,  who  died  in 
1948,  was  a  sister  of  the  late  Jo¬ 
seph  Medill  Patterson,  founder  of 
the  New  York  Daily  News.  In 
1937,  she  leased  the  Times-Herald 
from  the  Hearst  organization  with 
an  option  to  buy  the  property. 
She  bought  the  Times-Herald  in 
1939. 

Colonel’s  Niece  Got  Out 

Mrs.  Patterson’s  will  gave  the 
paper  to  William  C.  Shelton,  gen¬ 
eral  manager;  Prank  C.  Waldrop, 
editor-in-chief;  Edmund  F.  Jewell, 
advertising  director;  Michael  W. 
Flynn,  supervising  managing  ed¬ 
itor;  H.  A.  Robinson,  circulation 
director;  J.  Irving  Belt,  mechanic¬ 
al  superintendent;  and  Mason  S. 
Peters,  managing  editor. 

During  the  first  two  years  of 
the  Tribune  ownership.  Colonel 
McCormick  held  the  title  of  presi¬ 
dent  while  his  niece,  the  former 
Mrs.  Ruth  McCormick  “Bazy” 
Miller,  was  editor  and  publisher. 
In  .April,  1953,  Col.  McCormick 
took  over  as  editor  and  publisher, 
when  Mrs.  Miller  resigned  as  ed¬ 
itor  in  a  dispute  over  policy  and 
severed  all  connection  with  the 
Times-Herald. 

In  a  divorce  settlement,  Mrs. 
Miller  relinquished  control  of  the 
LaSalle  (III.)  News-Tribune  to  her 
former  husband.  Peter  Miller.  She 
later  married  Garvin  H.  Tankers- 
ley,  formerly  assistant  managing 
editor  of  the  Times-Herald. 

The  Evening  Star,  which  broke 
the  story  ahead  of  either  the  Post 
or  Times-Herald  on  March  17, 
said  Mrs.  Tankersley  had  con¬ 
firmed  the  report  she  .sought  to  buy 
the  Times-Herald. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Times- 
Herald  board  of  directors  on 
March  15.  she  said,  the  Meyer 
offer  of  $8,500,000  was  made  on 
condition  that  he  receive  an  an¬ 
swer  by  II  a  m.  on  March  17. 
She  indicate*!  her  desire  to  make 
an  offer  and  asked  for  time  to 
raise  $1,500,000  “earnest”  money 
from  “Texas  sources.”  She  was 
re.idy  to  put  up  $350,000  as  a 
quick  deposit. 

The  sale  to  the  Post  was  con¬ 
summated  at  12;44  p.m.  on  March 
17  and  announced  in  the  3;45  p.m. 
edition  of  the  combined  paper.

Complete  merger  of  Peoria’s 
daily  newspapers,  the  Journal  and 
the  Star,  was  effected  March  16. 
The  announcement  was  made 
jointly  by  Carl  P.  Slane,  presi¬ 
dent  and  publisher  of  the  Jour¬ 
nal,  and  Larry  Welch,  president 
and  trustee  of  the  Peoria  Star 
Company. 

The  papers  had  been  operating 
under  a  business  merger  since 
Jan.  I,  1944,  while  maintaining 
editiorial  independence.  The  new 
corporation  is  called  the  Peoria 
Journal-Star. 

Mr.  Slane  and  Mr.  Welch  said 
the  two  papers  will  continue  to 
operate  separately  for  some  time, 
the  Star  in  the  morning  and  the 
Journal  in  the  evening.  They  will 
be  supervised  by  one  board  of 
directors  consisting  of  Carl  P. 
Slane;  his  son,  Henry  P.  Slane, 
editor  of  the  Journal;  Mr.  Welch; 
Mrs.  Howard  D.  Talbott,  daughter 
of  the  late  Henry  M.  Pindell, 
founder  of  the  Journal;  Arthur 
Heidrich.  Sr.,  industrialist;  Wil¬ 
liam  Rutherford,  attorney  for  the 
Journal;  Henry  H.  Howard,  Cater¬ 
pillar  Tractor  executive;  John  E. 
Cassidy,  attorney,  and  Frank 
Mayne,  banker. 

The  way  for  the  merger  move 
was  cleared  by  the  resignation  of 
Mr.  Welch  and  .Attorney  E.  V. 
Champion  as  trustees  of  the  E.  F. 
Baldwin  Estate,  which  operated 
the  Star. 


deal  was  said  to  have  flowed  to  the 
Star  via  advertising  channels. 

In  order  to  make  the  fast  con¬ 
solidation  considerable  advertising 
was  omitted  from  the  combined 
paper  Wedne.sday  afternoon.  How¬ 
ever,  all  of  the  Time.s-Herald  fea¬ 
tures  were  incorporated  into  it. 

Colonel  McCormick,  who  is  74, 
said  in  a  telegram  from  Chicago 
that  his  doctors  had  advised  him 
to  do  less  work  because  of  severe 
illnesses  in  the  last  year. 

“Accordingly,”  he  said,  “as  .soon 
as  I  could  assure  the  employes, 
reailers  and  advertisers  of  the  best 
treatment  possible.  I  sold  the  news¬ 
paper  to  Mr.  Eugene  Meyer. 

“Mr.  Meyer  needs  no  endorse¬ 
ment  from  me.  but  I  bespeak  for 
everybody  the  fullest  possible  co¬ 
operation.”

Washington 

T  he  rumors  started  at  11  a.m. 
but  nobody  knew  “for  sure.”  At 
11:30  a.m.  the  Washington  Even¬ 
ing  Star  broke  the  story  that  ne¬ 
gotiations  for  the  sale  of  the 
Timt’s- Herald  to  the  Washington 
Post  were  in  progress.  No  word 
hud  come  from  the  front  office. 
At  12:45  a  Chicago  Tribune  News 
Service  wire  was  tacked  up  on 
the  city  room  bulletin  board — the 
wire  was  sent  at  12:44. 

At  1  p.m.  a  note  from  the  Her¬ 
ald  front  office,  the  first  official 
word,  was  tacked  up  on  the  same 
board.  The  note  stated  that  pub¬ 
lication  was  “suspended  with  this 
morning’s  edition.” 

Reaction  in  the  city  room  was 
slow  in  coming.  With  few  excep¬ 
tions  the  staff  worked  on  as  usual 
— until  the  Star  broke  the  story. 

“It  sort  of  sweeps  a  large  hunk 
of  your  life  away,”  said  Gus 
Miller,  editor  of  the  Weekender 
(Sunday  supplement).  The  “large 
hunk”  in  this  case  was  27  years. 

Big  Story — Not  Interested 

Bernie  Harrison,  radio  and 
television  editor,  who  has  been 
with  the  Herald  almost  as  long  as 
Gus,  said,  “There  have  been 
rumbles  of  trouble  before,  but  1 
always  thought  we’d  ride  it  out — 
it’s  like  someone  very  close  to  you 
dies.” 

Reporter  Ed  Koterba,  on  his 
way  to  work,  learned  almost  as 
soon  as  the  men  on  the  spot.  He 
interrupted  his  lunch  in  Bethesda, 
Md.,  to  call  in  a  “terrible”  ambu¬ 
lance  accident  there.  “We’re  not 
interested  in  it,”  the  desk  man 
said.  “What?”  “It  doesn’t  matter 
anymore — we’re  sold.” 

Don  Munson,  staff  writer,  was 
robbed  of  a  scoop.  “I’ve  finally 
got  it,”  he  said  over  the  phone, 
ready  to  speel  off  the  defense 
story  he’d  been  after  for  days. 
“Well,  stop  by  on  your  way  back 
and  drop  it  off  at  the  Post.” 

“Why,  have  they  got  it?” 

“They  have  now.  They  just 
bought  us  out.” 

Koterba  and  Munson  came  to 
work  anyway.  They  joined  the 
group  discussing  how  did  you  hear 
it,  when  did  you  hear  it,  and  what 
are  you  going  to  do? 

It  Happened  Before 

“Do?  Beyond  having  dinner  to¬ 
night  I  don’t  know,”  Albert  Armi- 
tage,  Sunday  and  feature  editor 
of  seven  years,  said.  He  was  “too 
stunned”  to  describe  how  he  felt, 
although  he’d  been  through  it  be¬ 
fore  when  the  Philadelphia  Rec¬ 
ord.  where  he  worked  for  13 
years,  was  sold. 

Sid  Ipstein,  city  editor,  said,  “I 
didn’t  know  in  advance.  Sort  of 
like  a  blow  to  the  solar  plexis. 


It’s  a  shame  that  a  newspaper 
that  has  weathered  so  many 
things.  .  .  .”  He  broke  off. 

Clarence  E.  Hill,  age  56,  copy 
editor,  joshed  as  he  made  for  the 
time  sheet,  “I  want  to  make  sure 
I  signed  in  and  out  today.” 

“I  don’t  like  night  work  any¬ 
way,”  the  assistant  slot  man,  Lou 
Brannon,  quipped.  “I’m  mighty 
happy;  besides,  I  can  use  the  sev¬ 
erance  pay.” 

Most  of  the  men  have  families 
and  homes,  such  as  Carroll  Hall, 
sports  writer,  who  dashed  to  the 
phone  and  called  his  wife.  “I  just 
told  her  to  sell  the  house,”  he  ex¬ 
plained.  They  bought  it  two 
months  ago. 

Koterba,  who  has  one  child  and 
another  on  the  way,  said  wearily, 
“we  just  bought  a  house.  I  guess 
I’ll  wait  till  the  dust  clears.” 

They’ll  Start  Looking 

As  for  the  women,  a  reporter 
who’d  been  with  the  Times-Herald 
for  13  years  broke  into  tears.  An¬ 
other,  Fran  Malloy,  feature  writer, 
felt  “as  if  the  rug  were  jerked  out 
from  under  me  and  I’m  still 
tumbling.” 

White-haired  Vylla  Poe  Wilson, 
clubs  editor  for  14  years,  cracked, 
“1  never  had  a  field  mouse  fear 
of  cold  or  destiny.”  Betty  Vitol 
of  the  art  department  said,  “I’ll 
start  looking  for  a  job  like  every¬ 
one  else.” 

“Is  it  true?  Why  didn’t  you 
call  me?”  Barbara  Holmes,  wom¬ 
an’s  editor,  queried  her  staff  as 
she  phoned  from  Doctor’s  Hos¬ 
pital.  She  was  about  to  undergo 
surgery  there  when  an  unidentified 
person  called  her  and  told  her  the 
news. 

Joseph  Klipple,  reporter,  won¬ 
dered  how  “the  sale  was  made 
between  the  men  involved  because 
of  the  great  difference  in  their 
points  of  view.” 

The  city  room  became  the  un¬ 
official  meeting  place.  Representa¬ 
tives  of  all  the  employes  wan¬ 
dered  in  —  typesetters,  engravers, 
advertising  men,  clerical  workers 
and  janitors.

Louis  Star  Times  after  it  folded 
in  the  Summer  of  1951.  The  other 
two  were  Don  Munson  and  Wil¬ 
liam  Kurtzeborn. 

Jingle  of  Phones 

Telephones  kept  ringing  and 
people  kept  answering  them,  and 
the  teleprinters  kept  clicking.  But 
the  news  got  no  further.

be  received.  The  staff  repeated 
trips  to  the  bulletin  board  for 
latest  developments.  The  “devel¬ 
opments”  were  openings  for  “one 
or  more  good  copy  editors  and 
reporters”  via  the  Indianapolis 
Times,  a  notice  of  the  guild  meet¬ 
ing  on  the  18th;  and  the  book  of 
poems  inscribed  in  gold  on  its 
red  leather  cover  “Merry  Christ¬ 
mas  from  Maryland  and  Robert 
McCormick  1953,”  which  some¬ 
one  had  tacked  up. 

People  started  leaving  around 
5  p.m.  Some  decided  to  come 
back  to  work  the  next  day,  if 
they  could  get  in.  There  were 
guards  at  the  door  and  passes  for 
readmittance  lay  unsigned,  except 
for  a  handful,  on  an  editor’s  desk. 

One  of  the  last  to  leave  was 
George  Clark,  dayside  city  editor, 
who  had  kept  his  staff  producing 
the  same  as  usual  until  official 
notice  and  then  it  struck: 

In  the  words  of  several  of  the 
staff:  “What  a  hell  of  a  thing  to 
happen  on  St.  Patrick’s  Day.”

Advertising  Records 

In  1953  the  Post’s  10,000,000 
lines  of  retail  advertising  led  the 
Times-Herald  by  1,500,000  lines 
while  the  Star  carried  nearly  20,- 
000,000  lines.  On  Sunday  the  Post 
trailed  the  Star  by  about  2,000,000 
lines  in  retail. 

The  Post,  with  2,400,000  lines, 
carried  more  general  linage  than 
either  the  Times-Herald  or  Star 
in  daily  editions.  However,  all 
were  above  2,000,000.  The  Star 
was  far  ahead  in  this  classification 
on  Sunday. 

In  total  advertising,  seven  days, 
the  Star  exceeded  42,000,000  lines 
and  stood  No.  5  on  the  Media  Rec- 
ord-s  “Top  50”  list,  while  the  Post 
just  made  the  No.  50  spot  with 
about  25,000,000  lines. 

The  Post  had  leadership  over  the 
Times-Herald  in  classified  and  the 
Star  carried  about  as  much  as  both 
together. 

The  Times-Herald  grew  from 
the  Times,  founded  in  1894  by  a 
printer,  and  the  Herald,  estab¬ 
lished  in  1906  as  a  morning  paper. 
Owners  of  the  Times  have  includ¬ 
ed  Frank  Munsey,  who  paid  $200,- 
000  for  it  in  1901;  Arthur  Bris¬ 
bane,  Herbert  Hoover  and  William 
Randolph  Hearst,  who  merged  it 
with  the  Herald. 

Also  in  Television 

Mr.  Meyer,  who  served  in  vari¬ 
ous  top-level  government  positions 
under  five  Presidents,  once  offered 
$5,000,000  to  Edward  B.  (Ned) 
Mcl^an  for  the  Post.  Three  years 
later  he  got  it  for  $825,000,  out¬ 
bidding  three  others  at  a  sale  which 
the  court  ordered  after  Interna¬ 
tional  Paper  Company  put  the 
publishing  firm  into  receivership. 

The  Washington  Post  Company 
also  has  a  55%  interest  in  WTOPt 
radio  and  television,  in  partnership 
with  Columbia  Broadcasting  Sys¬ 
tem.  and  recently  paid  $2,470,000 
for  WMBR,  radio  and  television, 
in  Jacksonville,  Fla. 
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Gimbel  Sets  Ad  Pace 
For  ‘Good  New  Summer’ 


Bernard  F.  Gimbel  committed 
his  coast-to-coast  retailing  organi¬ 
zation  this  week  to  a  hard-punch¬ 
ing  Summer  sales  promotion  effort 
in  newspapers. 

The  declared  intention  of  his 
announcement,  made  March  18  at 
a  news  conference  arranged  by 
the  Bureau  of  Advertising,  was  to 
nudge  merchants  all  over  the 
country  into  doing  something  to 
bury  the  time-honored  slogan, 
“Good  Old  Summer  Time,”  and 
make  it  the  “Good  NEW  Summer 
Time.” 

In  setting  their  Summer  adver¬ 
tising  budgets,  Mr.  Gimbel  said 
merchants  should  consider  one 
question:  Will  it  pay?  “I  believe 
it  will  pay,”  he  asserted  firmly 
and  he  put  emphasis  on  his  asser¬ 
tion  that  Summer  business  is  “the 
most  neglected,  the  most  under¬ 
promoted  area  in  our  whole  mer¬ 
chandising  system.” 

“We’re  going  to  go  after  it,”  he 
declared. 

Biggest  Easter  Season 
The  Gimbel  stores  did  a  gross 
sales  volume  of  “nearly  $300,- 
000,000  last  year,”  he  said,  and  it 
is  anticipated  that  the  Summer 
push  will  make  the  1954  figure 
top  that  magic  mark  in  retailing. 

Mr.  Gimbel  said  his  organiza¬ 
tion  is  prepared  for  one  of  the 
biggest  Easter  seasons  in  its  his¬ 
tory  and  the  stores  already  are 
planning  heavy  promotions  for 
Back  to  School  and  Christmas. 

Taking  his  cue  on  business  con¬ 
ditions  from  General  Motors,  Mr. 
Gimbel  said  his  recent  tour 
around  the  country  confirmed  his 
own  thinking  that  this  is  no  time 
for  a  negative  attitude. 

“We  mustn’t,”  he  said,  “get  into 
a  frame  of  mind  where  every 
minor  setback  is  a  calamity.” 

He  reminded  that  “most”  of 
the  economists  were  off-base  in 
forecasting  a  serious  depression 
after  the  end  of  World  War  II. 

94%  Stay  at  Home 
Mr,  Gimbel  said  he  also  relied 
on  statistics  offered  by  the  Bureau 
of  Advertising  which  show  that 
94%  of  the  people  are  at  home 
during  the  Summer. 

“In  the  Summer,”  the  noted 
merchant  said,  “it  is  the  best  time

Big  Advertisers  Scout  Slump  Talk

Hot  Springs,  Va. 

Recession  talk  was  generally 
minimized  here  this  week  by  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Association  of  National 
Advertisers  who  were  contacted  at 
random  by  Editor  &  Publisher. 
The  consensus  was  that  there  are 
some  areas  undergoing  a  mild  re¬ 
adjustment  following  curtailment 
of  government  spending.  For  the 
most  part  the  U.  S.  economy  is  ba¬ 
sically  strong  and  healthy. 

A  cross-section  of  advertiser  re¬ 
action  to  “recession  jitters”: 

Don  Cady,  the  Nestle  Com¬ 
pany:  “If  there  is  a  recession  we 
haven’t  felt  it.  Our  dollar  sales 
are  way  ahead  of  last  year’s.  Of 
course,  the  coffee  market  in  Janu¬ 
ary  and  February  was  a  big  factor. 
Current  blaring  of  recession-de¬ 
pression  talk  is  a  political  device.” 

Herb  Osterheld,  Borden  Cheese 
Company:  “We  are  definitely  in 
a  period  of  readjustment.  How¬ 
ever,  the  negative  factors  in  our 
economy  are  being  over-empha¬ 
sized.” 

Al  Carroll,  Merck  &  Com¬ 
pany:  “Because  there  is  a  funda¬ 
mental  reserve  of  purchasing  pow¬ 
er  at  all  levels,  I  feel  there  will  be 
no  deep  recession.  There  are, 
however,  certain  financial  moves 
made  by  the  Administration  in 
1953 — such  as  tightening  of  in¬ 
terest  rates — which  have  not  en¬ 
couraged  spending  of  money  in  re¬ 
cent  months.  This  condition  will 
be  corrected  when  steps  are  taken 
to  loosen  the  nation’s  fiscal  policy. 

George  .Abrams,  Block  Drug 
Company:  “Industry wise,  sales  in 
January  and  February  were  slow 
because  drug  wholesalers  and  drug 
trade  buyers  were  depressing  in¬ 
ventories  by  buying  cautiously. 

“March,  thus  far,  has  been  very 
active.  At  consumer  levels,  in 
January  the  industry  sold  $10,- 
500,000  worth  of  toothpaste  alone. 


.Apparently  the  recession  we’re 
supposed  to  be  having  isn’t  being 
felt  by  the  consumer.” 

Stirling  Wheeler,  Pepsi  -  Cola 
Company:  “Our  business  is  run¬ 
ning  far  ahead  of  last  year.” 

Len  Colson,  The  Mennen  Com¬ 
pany:  “Our  business  is  ahead  of 
’53.  There  is  no  reason  for  talk 
of  a  recession.  The  drop  in  em¬ 
ployment  —  among  marginal  and 
government  workers — will  be  off¬ 
set  shortly  by  their  absorption  in¬ 
to  consumer  product  fields.  We 
look  for  a  big  year.  In  fact,  based 
on  anticipated  sales,  our  ’54  ad 
budget  is  at  a  record  height.” 

Walter  C.  Ayers,  executive 
vicepresident  of  Brooke,  Smith, 
French  &  Dorrance,  Inc.,  an  ad¬ 
vertising  agency,  pointed  out  that 
both  national  income  and  money 
in  circulation  are  running  at,  or 
near,  an  all-time  high. 

“But,”  he  added,  “so  is  the  pro¬ 
duction  of  goods  and  services.  As 
a  result,  the  scramble  for  a  share 
of  the  buyer’s  dollar  was  never 
more  intense.”  He  described  the 
great  consumer  shift  now  taking 
place  as  “the  shift  from  a  standard 
of  living  based  primarily  on  the 
fulfillment  of  needs,  to  one  fo¬ 
cused  largely  on  the  fulfillment  of 
wants.” 

Appropriation  Study 

The  nation’s  major  advertisers 
moved  this  week  to  create  a  yard¬ 
stick  for  advertising  appropria¬ 
tions. 

Plans  for  the  formation  of  a 
committee  of  the  Association  of 
National  Advertisers  which  will 
undertake  a  study  of  the  factors 
pertinent  to  determining  how 
much  to  spend  and  the  makeup 
and  presentation  of  advertising 
funds,  as  well  as  other  advertising 
management  problems,  were  an¬ 
nounced  at  the  ANA’S  Spring 


meeting  by  Ben  R.  Donaldson, 
director  of  advertising.  Ford  Mo¬ 
tor  Company,  and  chairman  of 
the  ANA  board  of  directors. 

George  B.  Park,  General  Elec¬ 
tric  Company,  was  named  chair¬ 
man  of  the  new  committee. 

Announcement  of  the  plans  fol¬ 
lowed  closely  on  the  heels  of  a 
talk  by  Frank  W.  Mansfield,  Syl- 
vania  Electric  Products,  Inc. 

Mr.  Mansfield  said  that  since 
he  became  chairman  of  ANA’s 
advertising  research  steering  com¬ 
mittee  he  has  come  to  the  con¬ 
clusion  that  too  many  advertisers 
are  doing  one  of  the  following 
things  concerning  the  budgeting  of 
their  advertising:  relying  on  the 
simple  expedient  of  trying  to  get 
all  the  funds  possible  for  advertis¬ 
ing  without  regard  for  realities, 
or,  relying  on  an  investigation  of 
their  competitors’  activities  and 
following  their  lead. 

He  added  that  advertisers  de¬ 
termine  what  percentage  of  sales 
these  competitors  are  spending  for 
advertising,  and  then  use  a  similar 
percentage  in  their  own  budgeting; 
or,  advertisers  shirk  responsibility 
by  drawing  up  a  list  of  the  things 
they  would  like  to  do,  and  then 
leave  it  to  the  financial  planners 
in  the  company  to  determine  how 
much  of  the  program  will  become 
actuality. 

“Even  in  the  old  days  these 
methods  did  not  constitute  intelli¬ 
gent  planning  and  were  not  very 
effective,”  Mr.  Mansfield  asserted. 
“But  these  are  new  days,  and  these 
old  methods  probably  will  prove 
to  be  completely  ineffective  in  the 
competitive  period  ahead.”

Grounded  for  .S2  hours  by  fog 
and  snow,  three  more  days  of  wait¬ 
ing  for  clearance  as  the  initial 
newsmen  to  ride  the  length  of  the 
new  railroad  into  the  ore  beds,  46 
hours  of  jolting  travel  in  a  diesel 
engine,  a  narrow  brush  with  death 
photographing  the  Marguerite

GI  in  the  News  Trailed 
To  Family  Closet 

El  Paso,  Tex. 

Ci’L.  Ci.AiDE  Batchelor  found 
it  hard  to  suppress  a  smile  when 
he  surrendered  for  an  interview 
to  three  newsmen  here  Feb.  28. 
He  was  not  only  surprised  at  being 
found  but  also  curious  to  know 
how  the  reporters  trailed  him. 
For  Batchelor,  the  former  boss  of 
American  pro-Communist  prison¬ 


ers  of  war  in  Korea,  was  certain 
he  had  eluded  the  press  on  his  re¬ 
turn  home. 

On  his  arrival  at  International 
Airport  at  2:55  a.m.  Sunday, 
Batchelor  had  slipped  through  a 
cordon  of  reporters  and  photogra¬ 
phers.  He  did  it  simply  by  walk¬ 
ing  past  the  newsmen,  through  the 
airport  building  and  into  a  phone 
booth  to  call  a  taxi. 

Even  his  parents,  who  were 
there  to  see  him  for  the  first  time 
in  six  years,  failed  to  recognize 
their  son  in  civilian  clothes. 

When  the  three  reporters  traced 
him  to  the  home  of  his  brother 
Oscar  in  El  Paso,  Batchelor  might 
have  stayed  in  the  closet  where  he 
was  hiding.  But  curiosity  got  the 
better  of  him,  and  he  emerged 
smiling.  His  first  words  were: 
“How  did  you  ever  find  me?” 

The  three  men  who  cornered 
the  publicity-shy  corporal  were 
Charlie  Amador,  representing 
United  Press;  Dave  Alter,  reporter 
for  El  Paso  flerald-Post;  and  Jack 
McElrath  of  radio  station  KEPO. 

IIi»w  It  Was  Done 

.As  Mr.  Amador  commented  later, 
“We  certainly  weren’t  going  to 
forget  Batchelor  after  staying  up 
most  of  the  night.  We  knew  he 
was  some  place  in  town.  It  was 
just  a  question  of  finding  where.” 

At  the  airport,  the  trio  waited 
with  some  30  other  newsmen  for 
Batchelor’s  plane  to  land.  In  the 
meantime,  Mr.  Amador  spoke  to 
Batchelor’s  father  and  noted 
among  other  things  the  address  of 
the  brother. 

When  the  plane  landed,  B.itche- 
lor  passed  within  two  feet  of  the 
newsreel  cameras  without  being 
spotted.  Everybody  expected  him 
to  be  in  uniform  and  under  mili¬ 
tary  escort. 

The  local  trio  combed  the  air¬ 
port  and  then  went  into  town  to 
check  the  hotels.  Mr.  McElrath 
called  the  cab  companies,  since 


regular  cabs  go  out  to  the  airport 
only  when  summoned. 

The  first  call  proved  lucky. 
Terminal  Cab  Company  reported 
a  pick-up  at  the  airport  between 
3  and  3:30  a.m.  and  the  descrip¬ 
tion  of  the  passenger  fitted  Batche¬ 
lor. 

The  cab  took  Batchelor  to  the 
Hotel  McCoy,  where  the  three 
men  discovered  that  a  William 
Brown  had  checked  in  but  left 
about  an  hour  later  in  someone’s 
car. 

The  hotel  clerk  remembered  the 
patron  because  he  made  a  tele¬ 
phone  call  to  Kcrmit,  Texas.  The 
man  also  fitted  Batchelor’s  descrip¬ 
tion. 

When  they  learned  that  some¬ 
one  had  picked  Batchelor  up  in  a 
car,  they  were  sure  where  he  had 
gone.  So  they  hurried  to  the  cam¬ 
pus  housing  site  where  Batchelor’s 
brother  and  sister-in-law  lived. 
(For  transportation,  they  used 
McF.lrath’s  station  wagon).  It 
was  about  4  a.m.  when  they  got 
there. 

When  Batchelor  heard  them  in¬ 
troduce  themselves  to  the  family, 
he  decided  to  come  out  of  hiding. 
He  told  them  he  was  afraid  to 
face  the  press  at  the  airport  be¬ 
cause  he  thought  they  would  be 
belligerent. 

After  some  reassurance,  Batche¬ 
lor  granted  the  interview  and 
posed  for  a  picture  with  his  par¬ 
ents.

But  10,000  Jerseyans  swarmed 
through  the  airport  terminal  build¬ 
ing.  Dramatically — and  unexpec¬ 
tedly — the  airport  after  a  lapse  of 
years  had  once  again  become  the 
“No.  1  Showplace  in  New  Jersey.” 

Why  the  sudden  rekindling  of 
public  interest? 

The  answer  was  simple.  The 
date  was  March  7.  One  week  earl¬ 
ier,  the  Newark  News  had  an¬ 
nounced  it  would  sponsor  a  free 
educational  exhibit,  “Air  Power 
for  the  Next  10  Years,”  for  two 
weeks  beginning  March  13,  at  the 
airport. 

The  premature  visitors  by  their 
numbers  gave  advance  assurance 
the  exhibit  would  be  attended  by 
capacity  crowds. 

And  it  was.  Last  week-end  a 
total  of  50,000  persons — mostly  in 
family  groups — visited  the  exhibit, 
despite  heavy  rain  and  a  wind¬ 
storm  with  gusts  at  times  up  to 
50  miles  an  hour. 

Though  conceived  as  a  public 
service,  the  exhibit  has  given  the 
News  a  new  type  of  institutional 
promotion  which  has  drawn  praise 
from  educators  ranging  from  small 
town  school  system  superintend¬ 
ents  to  college  heads. 

Editor  Sparked  Idea 
Here  was  how  it  started: 

Lloyd  M.  Felmly,  editor  of  the 
News,  attended  a  private  Curtiss- 
Wright  exhibit  of  its  latest  com¬ 
mercial  aircraft  engines,  jets  for 
the  military,  rocket  and  ramjet 
powerplants  for  the  future,  and 
electronic  flight  simulators  for 
flight  crew  training. 

The  New  Jersey  corporation  had 
made  effective  use  of  cut-away  en¬ 
gines  and  special  plastics  displays 
to  indicate  how  the  various  type 
engines  operate  and  how  much 
power  each  develops  in  a  fraction 
of  a  second. 

“Why  can’t  we  put  this  exhibit 
on  in  Newark?”  Mr.  Felmly  asked 
Roy  T.  Hurley,  Curtiss-Wright 
chairman  and  president.  “When 
do  you  want  it?”  Mr.  Hurley  shot 
back. 

A  reporter,  A1  Skea,  was  as¬ 
signed  to  handle  arrangements  for 
the  show  and  advance  stories. 
Things  happened  fast: 

The  Port  of  New  York  Author¬ 
ity  which  operates  Newark  Air¬ 
port  said  it  would  be  delighted  to 
have  the  exhibit  in  the  terminal. 
(The  bi-state  agency  since  ':he 
three  crashes  outside  Newark  /dr- 
I»rt  has  been  striving  to  win  pub¬ 
lic  acceptance  of  airports  near  big 
cities.) 

The  National  Air  Transport  Co¬ 
ordinating  Committee,  represent¬ 


ing  the  aviation  industry,  offered 
assistance. 

The  Air  Force  volunteered  to 
station  a  military  transport  at  the 
airport  and  assign  officers  to  “fly” 
the  simulators.  The  Civil  Air  Pa¬ 
trol  said  it  would  assign  cadets  in 
uniform  to  serve  as  guides.  New¬ 
ark  Red  Cross  Chapter  offered  to 
set  up  and  maintain  a  first  aid 
station. 

Posters  Distributed 

The  News  prepared  5,000  pos¬ 
ters  advertising  the  exhibit.  These 
were  sent  to  every  school  in  North 
Jersey;  also  to  civic  clubs,  cham¬ 
bers  of  commerce.  Boy  Scout  and 
Girl  Scout  troops  and  science 
clubs. 

Curtiss-Wright,  with  a  total  of 
28,000  employes,  put  the  posters 
on  all  its  plant  bulletin  boards. 
The  corporation,  meanwhile,  han¬ 
dled  all  the  details  of  setting  up 
the  exhibit. 

The  story  was  played  each  day 
on  page  one  without  promotion 
hoop-la — announcements  that  the 
Air  Force,  Red  Cross,  and  so  on, 
would  cooperate.  The  local  Cham¬ 
ber  of  Commerce  issued  a  state¬ 
ment  lauding  the  educational  pur¬ 
poses  of  the  exhibit.  It  pointed 
out  the  tremendous  economic  role 
played  by  the  aviation  manufac¬ 
turing  industry  and  the  airlines  in 
New  Jersey. 

NATCC  for  its  part  agreed  to 
handle  telephone  inquiries  about 
the  exhibit.  At  the  bottom  of  the 
poster  was  the  message,  “Group 
Visits  Welcomed,”  and  the  com¬ 
mittee’s  telephone  was  listed. 
More  than  100  groups  two  weeks 
before  the  show  opened  had  tele¬ 
phoned  to  make  arrangements  to 
view  the  exhibit. 

The  president  of  Seton  Hall 
University,  without  solicitation, 
wrote  that  the  exhibit  would  serve 
a  need  among  educators  for  means 
to  catch  up  with  fast-moving  de¬ 
velopments  in  aviation. 

Invitations,  meanwhile,  were 
sent  to  150  school,  civic  and  avia¬ 
tion  leaders  to  attend  a  preview

Prior  to  the  opening,  the  News 
art  department  came  up  with  a  pic¬ 
ture  a  day  and  a  map  showing 
routes  to  the  airport  and  location 
of  parking  lots. 

The  response  to  the  exhibit,  Mr. 
Felmly  said,  demonstrates  there  is 
a  deep  public  interest  in  aviation 
which  goes  beyond  the  now  dis¬ 
credited.  dangerous  flying  shows.

Texas  Editor  Advised 
To  Name  His  Sources 

Edinburg,  Tex. 

A  proceeding  to  cite  an  editor 
for  contempt  of  court  for  refusing 
to  name  his  sources  of  information 
was  dropped  this  week  .  when 
Lloyd  Glover,  editor  and  publisher 
of  the  weekly  Pharr  Press,  agreed 
to  answer  some  questions. 

Mr.  Glover  said  his  legal  coun¬ 
sel  had  advised  him  that  Texas  is 
one  of  36  states  where  a  newspa¬ 
per  man  can  be  compelled  to  dis¬ 
close  his  information  sources  un¬ 
der  court  questioning. 

Attorneys  for  Grover  Brady, 
former  police  chief  of  Pharr,  had 
sought  to  question  Mr.  Glover 
about  statements  quoting  “reliable 
sources”  in  stories  relating  to  the 
police  department.  Mr.  Brady  is 
suing  the  editor  and  a  former  po¬ 
lice  officer,  who  wrote  a  letter  to 
the  paper,  for  libel. 

Still  awaiting  court  decision  was 
whether  Mr.  Glover  would  have 
to  answer  questions  on  sources  of 
stories  not  specifically  cited  in  the 
libel  complaint.

Officers  of  the  American  News¬ 
paper  Guild,  constituting  the  Inter¬ 
national  Executive  Board,  will  rec¬ 
ommend  to  the  August  convention 
in  Los  Angeles  that  it  authorize 
establishment  of  a  $1,000,000  (k 
fense  fund. 

An  lEB  committee  headed  by 
Secretary -Treasurer  William  J. 
Farson  was  instructed  last  week  to 
prepare  a  definite  plan  for  raisinj 
and  maintaining  a  minimum  fund 
of  $250,000  within  the  next  year. 
The  million-dollar  goal  would  be 
the  ultimate  objective. 

The  Guild  leaders  pointed  out 
as  the  basis  of  their  recommendt 
tion  to  the  membership,  that  the 
total  cost  of  strike  situations  in¬ 
volving  the  union’s  members  dur¬ 
ing  the  last  year  was  neatly 
$400,000. 

“The  continued  uncertainty  of 
the  national  economy  has  been 
used  by  publishers  to  threaten  the 
jobs  of  Guild  members,”  stated  an 
lEB  resolution. 

Labor  Press  Problem 

At  the  same  meeting  in  Ne* 
York  City,  the  board  heard  a  plea 
by  Thomas  J.  Murphy,  executive 
vicepresident  of  the  Newspaper 
Guild  of  New  York,  that  ANG 
leaders  contact  the  top-level  offi¬ 
cers  of  CIO  and  try  to  “bring  order 
into  the  relationships  of  the  work¬ 
ing  labor  press  and  their  labor 
union  employers.” 

ANG  President  Joseph  F.  Collis 
was  designated  to  discuss  with  the 
CIO  Executive  Council  the  mat¬ 
ter  of  guild  scales  and  working 
standards  for  persons  employed  as 
editors,  writers,  etc.  on  the  staffs 
of  international  unions. 

The  lEB  formally  backed  up 
Executive  Vicepresident  Ralph  B. 
Novak  in  his  advice  to  Tri-City 
Guild  to  prosecute  a  grievance 
case  against  the  Albany  (N.  Y) 
Knickerbocker  News  in  the  dis¬ 
missal  of  Janet  Scott,  a  27-year 
employe  on  the  reportorial  staff, 
after  her  refusal  to  cooperate  svith 
a  congressional  committee  inves¬ 
tigating  communism.  The  local 
voted  to  drop  the  case.  In  the 
opinion  of  the  lEB,  it  constituted 
a  contract  violation.  The  board 
resolution,  however,  did  not  call 
for  prosecution  of  the  charge  no: 
action  against  the  local.

Three-Week  Buildup 

For  the  record,  it  should  be 
added  that  local  TV  stations  also 
cooperated  in  a  great  many  cases. 

But  the  big  buildup  over  a  three- 
week  period  was  primarily  a  news¬ 
paper  project.  Newspapers  pitched 
in,  alerting  big  and  little  food 
stores  of  the  impending  impact  of 
the  Swanson  color  ads;  Metro 
helped  in  spreading  the  story; 

Swanson  regional  offices,  brokers 
and  distributors  got  busy,  asking 
for  the  order,  making  sure  the 
merchandise  was  where  the  con¬

Each  area  was  visited  by  a  top-  ’ 
flight  merchandising  team,  consist¬ 
ing  of  Swanson  executives  and  field 
jepresentatives,  plus  agency  mer¬ 
chandising,  media  and  contact  per¬ 
sonnel.  Each  team  planned  its 
own  promotion,  fitted  to  its  own 
particular  area.  Swanson  plaques 
were  posted  to  honor  the  outstand¬ 
ing  newspaper  and  TV  merchan¬ 
dising  efforts. 

Newspaper  admen  were  amazed 
to  find  the  food  trade — brokers 
and  grocers — liked  and  welcomed 
the  local  impact  coverage  break¬ 
down  that  each  paper  could  pro¬ 
vide,  as  opposed  to  the  national  in 
coverage  figures  that  other  media  coast, 
and  advertisers  are  in  the  habit  of  period 
merchandising  when  such  cam¬ 
paigns  are  announced. 

Move  Chicken  Pies 
It  is  estimated  that  Swanson 
sales  teams  covered  23,000  miles 
and  Metro  salesmen  traveled  14,- 
000  miles  during  the  three  weeks 
preceding  the  campaign.  Most 
newspaper  ad  executives  caught 
the  potentialities  and  “spirit’’ 

“Pie  Blast.”  They  carried  through 
at  the  local  level,  adopting  the 
suggested  fivte-point  plan.  And 
here’s  what  happened  after  the 
campaign  began: 

1.  A  food  chain  in  New  York 
reported  moving  50  per  cent  more 
frozen  pies  after  this  advertising 
promotion  started  than  during  the 
highest  comparable  previous  pe¬ 
riod.

Ad  Man  Boasts 
3-Story  Agency 

San  Francisco 
Robert  O.  Davis,  a  depression 
era  newspaper  advertising  sales¬ 
man  who  entered  the  advertising 
agency  business  in 
1937,  this  week 
displayed  the 
three -story  build¬ 
ing  converted 
here  into  an 
agency  office 
structure. 

The  modern¬ 
ized  offices  reflect 
the  rise  of  Bob 
Davis,  who  ac¬ 
quired  Rhoades  & 

Davis  in  1947  Davis 
and  billed  a  modest  $300,000  in 
that  year.  Today  annual  billings 
run  at  least  10  times  that  figure 
and  the  company  now  operates  a 
Los  Angeles  office,  headed  by  Tom 
D.  Scholts,  a  partner. 

Complete  renovation  of  a  build¬ 
ing  formerly  housing  a  paper  firm 
has  provided  the  new  quarters. 
Brick  walls  remain,  and  also  the 
powerful  cross  beams  used  to  sup¬ 
port  the  heavy  weight  require¬ 
ments  of  paper  storage.  Almost 
all  else  is  new. 


The  facade  is  of  beige  Basalite 
blocks.  There  are  luxuriant  shrubs 
in  the  recessed  entrance  and  re¬ 
ception  lobby.  Plate  glass  and  air 
conditioning  take  the  place  of  win¬ 
dows. 

A  test  kitchen,  conference  room, 
media  department,  coffee  lounge 
and  shower  occupy  the  first  floor. 
In  the  conference  room,  a  wall 
cabinet  opens  and  sound  film  equip- 
m  e  n  t  is  focused  on  a  special 
screen. 

Copy,  art,  production  and  sup¬ 
ply  departments  are  on  the  street 
level  floor.  The  top  floor  provides 
offices  for  Mr.  Davis,  account  ex¬ 
ecutives,  account  department  em¬ 
ployes  and  the  secretarial  staff. 

Smooth  glass  contrasts  with 
sandblasted  brick,  mahogany  with 
pressed  cork,  carpet  with  marble, 
and  silk-screen  processed  wallpa¬ 
per  with  rippled  glass  in  the  in¬ 
terior  designs. 

“Since  you  spend  more  waking 
hours  in  your  office  than  at  home, 
a  pleasant  place  to  work  is  a  ne¬ 
cessity,  not  a  luxury,”  Mr.  Davis 
asserts. 

Change  Since  1934 

But  in  1934  the  first  necessity 
was  a  job,  and  the  agency  chief 
chose  $32.50  as  associate  editor 
of  the  Advertising  Almanac  pro¬ 
duced  by  Hearst  Newspapers  to 
$17.50  offered  by  an  Ohio  rubber 
plant.  He  went  from  the  Hearst 
general  offices  in  New  York  City

“Narcism”  in  advertising  was 
denounced  by  John  Magro,  vice- 
president  of  Ruthrauff  &  Ryan 
agency.  He  told  the  Xavier  Uni¬ 
versity  class  in  advertising,  “Nar¬ 
cism  means  advertising  prepared 
to  flatter  or  to  feed  the  vanity  of 
the  man  who  prepared  it.”  That 
chap  is  like  Narcissus  the  mytho¬ 
logical  youth  who  fell  in  love  with 
himself  and  spent  his  time  gazing 
at  his  own  rejection  in  a  pool. 

“There  is  much  narcism  in 
advertising,”  Mr.  Magro  said.  “As 
the  market  softens  and  the  battle 
for  markets  begins,  the  need  for 
hard  selling  will  grow  and  adver¬ 
tising  that  is  merely  narcistic  will 
lose  money,  clients  and  customers.”

Mr.  Davis  joined  Rufus  Rhoades 
in  the  food  advertising  business  in 
1940  after  a  stint  with  Allied 
Advertising  Agencies.

BBB  Reports  Post-War 
Low  on  False  Ad  Copy 


Inquiries  and  complaints  han¬ 
dled  by  the  Better  Business  Bu¬ 
reaus  in  97  cities  in  the  U.  S.  and 
Canada  reached  a  new  high  of 
1,895,828  in  1953  and  the  number 
of  advertisements  requiring  inves¬ 
tigation  and  action  reached  a  new 
post-war  low  of  17,507,  according 
to  a  report  issued  this  week  by 
Victor  H.  Nyborg,  president  of  the 
Association  of  Better  Business  Bu¬ 
reaus. 

He  said  1953  was  the  best  year 
in  the  40  year-history  of  the  Better 
Business  Bureaus.  He  noted  that 
more  than  70,000  business  firms 
now  provide  over  $3,000,000  to 
BBB  operating  budgets  and  that 
this  is  helping  the  Bureaus  do  a 
more  effective  job  in  establishing 
and  maintaining  standards  of  prac¬ 
tice  in  the  public  interest,  and  in 
servicing  the  heavy  load  of  in¬ 
quiries  and  complaints. 

Better  Understanding 

Mr.  Nyborg  said  there  is  a 
better  understanding  of  the  Bu¬ 
reau’s  role  in  the  economy  and 
that  there  has  been  a  general  im¬ 
provement  in  cooperation  received 
from  business  firms  generally,  and 
from  media,  trade  and  industry 
groups. 

The  increase  in  inquiries  and 
complaints  was  14  per  cent  over 
1952  and  a  gain  of  90  per  cent 
over  1949,  when  the  present  sta¬ 
tistics  recording  system  was  insti¬ 
tuted. 

Top  10  Violators 

The  top  10  business  classifica¬ 
tions  causing  the  most  inquiries 
and  complaints  constituted  47.3 
per  cent  of  the  total  work  load  in 
52  classifications. 

These  10  classifications  account¬ 
ed  for  900,141  inquiries  and  com¬ 
plaints  as  against  762,595  for 
1952. 

In  the  three  major  categories — 
financial,  commercial  and  mer¬ 
chandise —  insurance  caused  the 
mo.st  inquiries  and  complaints  in 
the  financial  field  with  questions 
about  accident  and  health  insur¬ 
ance  creating  the  greatest  volume 
with  46,452,  reflecting  public  con¬ 
fusion  over  A&H  advertising  and 
selling  claims  and  policy  provis¬ 
ions  offered  by  a  number  of  com¬ 
panies. 

Photographers  First 

In  the  commercial  category, 
photographers  ranked  first  with 
70,558  inquiries  and  complaints. 
However,  dry  cleaning,  in  second 
place,  continued  to  cause  more 
complaints  than  inquiries. 

The  merchandise  category, 
I  which  is  the  largest  and  most  ac¬ 
tive  with  a  total  of  963,626  in¬ 
quiries  and  complaints,  was  led  by 
home  appliances  with  128,463. 
Home  construction  and  remodeling 


was  second  with  122,060,  and  tele¬ 
vision  sales  and  service  was  third 
with  96,044.  Considerable  public 
reaction  was  felt  over  the  baiting 
tactics  of  television  service  con¬ 
cerns  which  advertise  low  flat  rate 
prices  for  service  calls  in  the 
home,  day  or  night. 

Advertising  and  selling  practices 
in  the  automotive  field  caused  pub¬ 
lic  and  trade  reaction  in  1953. 
This  classification  ranked  fourth 
with  91,668,  an  increase  of  6,000 
over  1952. 

Truth  Continued 

Truth  in  advertising  continued 
at  a  high  rate  in  1953,  Mr.  Ny¬ 
borg  reported,  with  closer  co¬ 
operation  between  advertising 
clubs  and  other  similar  groups  in 
many  areas.  Greatest  single  ac¬ 
tivity  of  the  Bureaus  during  the 
year  was  combating  bait  advertis¬ 
ing  practices  in  a  number  of  fields, 
including  the  sale  of  vacuum  clean¬ 
ers,  sewing  machines,  automobiles, 
television  sets  and  service,  appli¬ 
ances,  reupholstery  and  furniture, 
tires  and  others. 

He  pointed  out  that  Massachu- 
.setts  amended  its  advertising  law 
last  year  to  include  bait  advertis¬ 
ing  specifically  and  that  the  Coun¬ 
cil  of  State  Governments  has  sub¬ 
mitted  a  proposed  bait  advertising 
law  to  legislatures  across  the  coun¬ 
try  for  their  consideration. 

He  added  there  were  a  number 
of  developments  suggesting  vol¬ 
untary  efforts  may  eliminate  need 
for  legislative  action.

For  Audience  Studies 

The  Advertising  Research  Foun¬ 
dation  is  proceeding  immediately 
with  the  development  of  a  “de¬ 
sign”  for  audience  studies  of  ma¬ 
jor  media  on  an  integrated  basis. 
A  special  committee  composed  of 
advertiser,  advertising  agency  and 
advertising  media  representatives 
has  been  formed  to  supervise  the 
project,  ARF  Board  Chairman 
Marion  Harper,  Jr.,  announced 
this  week. 

Lyndon  O.  Brown,  vicepresident 
in  charge  of  media,  research  and 
merchandising,  Dancer-Fitzgerald- 
Sample,  Inc.,  has  accepted  the  ap¬ 
pointment  as  chairman. 

The  first  consideration  of  the 
committee  will  be  the  development 
of  a  design  for  an  audience  study 
of  magazines  which  will  be  inte¬ 
grated  with  plans  for  audience 
studies  of  other  media. 

It  is  proposed  that,  if  an  ac¬ 
ceptable  design  for  a  magazine 
study  is  approved  by  the  ARF 
board  of  directors,  the  study  will 
be  conducted  under  ARF  super¬ 
vision.

Florida  U.  Establishes 
Communications  School 


By  Dwight  Bentel 

University  of  Florida’s  school 
of  journalism  will  become  the 
school  of  journalism  and  commu¬ 
nications  next  Fall,  with  an  ex¬ 
panded  program  appropriate  to  the 
new  title  and  to  the  accelerating 
trend  in  journalism  education  to¬ 
ward  meeting  the  training  needs 
of  all  communication  fields. 

The  new  program  will  prepare 
students  for  journalism,  advertis¬ 
ing,  radio,  television  and  related 
communications  jobs.  Professional 
courses  in  radio  and  television  will 
be  moved  from  the  Department  of 
Speech  to  the  new  .school.  Courses 
in  television  news  and  advertising 
will  be  added  to  the  curriculum 
to  supplement  the  radio  news  and 
advertising  courses  already  being 
offered. 

Plans  call  for  establishment  of 
a  Production  Center  to  produce 
radio  and  television  shows  on  film 
and  tape  for  educational  and  com¬ 
mercial  stations  throughout  the 
state.  The  university’s  college  of 
engineering  will  operate  a  trans¬ 
mitter  for  the  school  and  offer  a 
full  line  of  instruction  in  television 


engineering  operation. 

All  this  will  be  housed  under 
the  university’s  football  stadium. 
There  the  new  program  will  be 
given  three  floors,  a  total  of  more 
than  30,000  square  feet  of  space. 

The  new  school  will  be  under 
the  direction  of  Rae  O.  Weimer, 
head  of  the  present  school  of  jour¬ 
nalism  and  one-time  managing  edi¬ 
tor  of  PM.  It  will  be  set  up  as 
a  unit  of  the  College  of  Arts  and 
Sciences.  Whatever  their  area  of 
specialization,  students  will  be  re¬ 
quired  to  spend  about  three- 
fourths  of  their  time  on  general 
background  courses. 

Thus  they  will  have  opportu¬ 
nity  to  train  in  an  atmosphere  of 
liberal  arts,  topped  off  by  profes¬ 
sional  work  which  may  lead  them 
into  any  of  the  many  areas  of 
communications. 

The  new  program  will  include 
some  readjustments  in  the  journal¬ 
ism  offerings,  according  to  Mr. 
Weimer.  “We  are  combining  our 
editing,  advanced  reporting  and  ap¬ 
plied  journalism  courses  into  one 
course  for  six  hours  credit,”  he 


says.  “It  will  mean  one  day  a 
week  of  reporting  for  the  local 
daily  paper,  and  one  day  a  week 
in  editing  local  and  wire  copy,  in¬ 
struction  in  makeup  and  problems 
in  both  editing  and  make-up. 

“Also,”  he  says,  “we  are  adding 
a  seminar  course  for  the  seniors’ 
graduating  semester  when  they  will 
meet  with  the  entire  faculty  once 
a  week  for  discussion  of  problems 
in  their  respective  fields.  Profes¬ 
sional  people  will  be  brought  in 
from  time  to  time  to  meet  with 
them.” 

Training  in  the  school  will  be 
based  on  a  uniform  program  for 
all  students  their  first  two  years. 
At  least  two-thirds  of  the  program 
during  this  period  will  consist  of 
basic  courses  in  the  general  area 
of  communications.  Electives  will 
be  in  liberal  arts  and  sciences. 

Students  will  enter  the  school  as 
juniors.  At  that  time  they  will 
select  one  of  the  fields  of  speciali¬ 
zation.  Curricula  for  the  junior 
year  calls  for  equal  attention  to 
general  background  and  profes¬ 
sional  courses.  Specialization  will 
be  concentrated  in  the  senior  year. 

U.  C.  Announces  New 
Publishing  Course 

A  NEW  “principles  of  publish¬ 
ing”  course,  designed  to  acquaint 
students  with  basic  principles  and 
practices  of  daily  and  weekly  news¬ 
paper  publishing,  is  being  given  in 
the  Spring  semester  at  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  California. 


The  course  will  be  taught  by 
George  W.  Seidl.  It  is  planned  pri¬ 
marily  for  those  intending  to  as¬ 
sume  executive  roles  in  newspaper 
management,  to  engage  in  news¬ 
paper  publishing,  or  to  undertake 
similar  work  in  related  fields  such 
as  business  paper  publication.

One  interesting  copy 
I  feature  was  a  concluding  para¬ 
graph  explaining  “what  it  means 
to  you.” 

“■Hie  series  was  not  only  de¬ 
signed  to  familiarize  the  people 
in  our  circulation  area  with  the 
men  and  women  who  edit  and  pro¬ 
duce  the  news,”  Joe  reports,  “but 
also  to  give  them  some  idea  of 
what  it  takes  in  experience  and 


know-how  and  in  hard  work  to 
get  the  news  to  them. 

‘The  promotion  certainly  did  a 
terrific  job  for  us.  Comments  from 
readers  were  outstanding.  People 
from  all  departments  of  the  Press 
took  personal  pride  in  the  series. 
A  hidden  benefit  which  we  did  not 
anticipate  was  the  fact  that  the 
series  increased  morale  on  the  part 
of  the  entire  news  staff  and  seemed 
to  build  an  even  greater  eagerness 
to  do  a  better  job.” 

Victor  1.  Minihan,  Jr.,  PM,  Ap¬ 
pleton  (Wis.)  Post-Crescent,  alw 
learned  about  the  promotional 
charm  of  people  when  he  ran  three 
big  ads  in  the  paper  featuring 
columnists  and  other  special  writ¬ 
ers.  Minihan  used  the  trick  in 
some  of  these  ads  of  putting  pho¬ 
tographic  heads  on  bodies  drawn 
by  his  staff  artist,  which  gave  his 
ads  a  pleasantly  humorous  aspect. 

In  the  Bag 

Tie  this  for  proof  that  news¬ 
paper  advertising  can  sell — a  4- 
inch  ad  in  the  Rockford  (Ill.) 
Morning  Star  and  Register-Repub¬ 
lic  sold  out  a  stock  of  Christmas 
ornaments  after  Christmas!  More 
than  6,000  ornaments  were  in  the 
stock  and  “every  single  item  was 
gone  within  a  half-hour  after  the 
store  was  opened.  Honestly,  I 
think  there  were  1,000  women  in 
the  crowd.  They  stayed  to  shop 
other  departments  and  we  ended 
the  day  60  per  cent  ahead  of  a 
year  ago.”  The  paper  puts  out  a 
colorful  little  folder  showing  the 
ad  and  telling  the  story.  It’s  one 
for  the  books. 

Intriguing  caption  is  used  by 
Weekend  Picture  Magazine,  Cana¬ 
dian  supplement,  to  tell  the  story 
of  how  it  became  “the  biggest 
single  selling  force  in  Canada” — 
“the  usual  is  never  conspicuous.” 

“She  loves  you.  She  loves  you 
not.  She  loves  you.”  So  says  the 
Milwaukee  (Wis.)  Sentinel  in  a 
colorful  folder  urging  merchants 
to  plant  their  Spring  fashion  of¬ 
ferings  in  the  paper’s- Spring  fash¬ 
ion  previews.  And  of  course,  a 
packet  of  seeds  goes  with  the 
folder,  die  cut  to  make  the  seed 
packet  illustration  a  part  of  the 
cover  illustration.  Neat. 

Norman  T.  Rogers,  Jr.,  PM, 
Huntington  (West  Va.)  Herald- 
Dispatch  and  Advertiser,  reports 
“tremendous  success”  with  a  re¬ 
cording  of  Red  Motley’s  NAEA 
speech  of  last  January.  Pete  Wil¬ 
son,  the  paper’s  ad  director,  has 
put  it  on  at  various  meetings  with 
local  advertisers,  playing  each 
time  to  audiences  of  40  and  50. 
The  record  presents  Parade’s  pres¬ 
ident  in  a  talk  on  today’s  business 
and  advertising  outlook. 

Hartford  (Conn.)  Times  attacks 
a  weak  spot  in  most  newspaper  cir¬ 
culations  with  full-page  promotion 
in  Friday’s  paper  for  Saturday’s 
paper.

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NEWSPAPER  LAW 

Press  Given  Latitude 
To  Discuss  Politicians 


By  Albert  Woodriiif  Gray 


Two  RECENT  decisions  by  high 
state  courts  in  Massachusetts  and 
Illinois  serve  to  point  up  the  wide 
latitude  allowed  to  newspapers  in 
writing  about  political  candidates. 

The  dismissal  by  a  trial  court 
of  a  libel  suit  against  the  Boston 
(Mass.)  Post,  based  on  an  article 
published  of  a  primary  candidate 
for  the  legislature,  was  affirmed  by 
a  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  Massachusetts  (Poland  v.  Post 
Pub.  Co.,  116  N.E.  2d,  860). 

Headed,  “Pension  or  Pay  up  to 
Jurist,”  the  article  was  in  part, 
“For  a  time  yesterday  retired 
Judge  George  M.  Poland,  of  Nan¬ 
tucket  had  quite  a  knotty  pension 
problem.  He  was  confronted,  too, 
with  the  possible  problem  of  col¬ 
lecting  both  a  salary  and  a  pension 
from  the  state.  Then  again  he 
was  faced  with  the  distant  pros¬ 
pect  of  collecting  two  possible  pen¬ 
sions. 

“Judge  Poland  retired  last  June 
as  Probate  Judge  of  Nan¬ 
tucket.  .  .  . 

“If  he  is  elected  and  serves  six 
years  in  the  House  and  if  the  pres¬ 
ent  pension  system  is  not  repealed 
at  the  special  session  he’ll  have  to 
decide  which  pension  he’ll  eventu¬ 
ally  take — the  one  from  the  bench 
or  the  one  from  the  legislature.” 

Hortatory  Appeal 

Sustaining  the  dismissal  of  this 
action,  the  appellate  court  referred 
to  a  decision  rendered  two  years 
before  in  a  case  involving  a  po¬ 
litical  advertisement,  alleged  to  be 
libelous  by  the  candidate  to  whom 
it  referred.  There  the  court  had 
said  in  relation  to  the  candidate: 

“He  argues  that  the  publication 
contains  imputations  of  dishonesty 
on  his  part.  .  .  .  We  do  not  see 
how  the  advertisement,  published 
as  it  was  in  the  course  of  a  po¬ 
litical  campaign,  could  injure  the 
candidate’s  reputation  in  the  com¬ 


munity  or  expose  him  to  hatred, 
ridicule  or  contempt.  Rightly  un¬ 
derstood  it  is  the  customary  type 
of  hortatory  appeal  commonly 
made  to  voters  at  election  time.” 

The  court  in  this  recent  case  al¬ 
so  referred  to  a  decision  involving 
the  publication  by  the  Boston 
(Mass.)  Herald  of  an  article  re¬ 
lating  to  James  G.  Tobin,  brother 
of  Maurice  J.  Tobin,  then  gover¬ 
nor  of  Massachusetts,  which  said: 

“  ‘Clear  it  with  Jimmy,’  or  else 
— .  .  .  Jimmy 's  Governor  Tobin’s 
younger  brother  and  according  to 
all  available  reports,  he  rules  pa¬ 
tronage  with  an  iron  hand  and  if 
you  weren’t  right  in  the  election 
your  chances  of  getting  a  job  can 
be  discounted.” 

Here  the  court  said,  “The  state¬ 
ment  .  .  .  means  no  more  than  that 
the  subject  of  the  offending  article 
was  rigidly  enforcing  the  party  af¬ 
filiation  requirements  alleged  to  be 
essential  to  the  obtaining  of  pa¬ 
tronage.  It  does  not  impute  wrong 
doing  or  reprehensible  conduct  to 
this  man.” 

No  Intimation  of  Dishonesty 

Following  the  authority  of  these 
two  decisions,  the  Massachusetts 
court  said  in  the  action  against  the 
Boston  Post, 

“Whereas  in  the  present  ca.se  it 
appears  that  the  alleged  libelous 
statement  respecting  the  candidate 
was  published  in  the  course  of  a 
political  campaign,  that  fact  may 
be  considered  as  a  circumstance  in 
determining  its  probable  effect  on 
the  community. 

“We  think  that  it  did  carry  the 
intimation  that  he  had  a  financial 
motive  in  his  candidacy  and  was 
interested  in  the  salary  and  pos¬ 
sible  future  pension  to  which  he 
would  or  might  be  entitled  if  elec¬ 
ted  to  the  office  for  which  he 
sought  the  nomination.  There  was 
however  no  intimation  of  dishon-

esty  or  lack  of  the  candidate’s 
qualifications.” 

A  letter  referring  to  a  candidate 
for  reelection  as  county  auditor  in 
St.  Clair  County  was  published  in 
the  East  St.  Louis  (Ill.)  Journal. 
It  said: 

“Mrs.  Tiernan  bases  her  claims 
of  being  qualified  for  the  office  of 
County  Auditor  because  she  kept 
the  books  and  records  of  her  late 
father,  P.  J.  Soucy.  His  estate  has 
never  been  closed  and  at  the  pres¬ 
ent  time  there  are  approximately 
$50,000  in  debts  with  a  great  deal 
of  property  in  the  hands  of  the 
heirs.  Why  don’t  they  close  the 
estate  and  pay  the  bills — she  kept 
the  books  of  her  father’s  business. 
Why  doesn’t  .she  give  the  public 
more  information  about  her  book¬ 
keeping  experience? 

“Why  not  be  honest,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Voter,  and  vote  the  way  your 
heart  and  conscience  tells  you  and 
not  the  way  they  tell  you  to  and 
remember,  don’t  do  something  you 
may  be  sorry  for  later  on.  Sin¬ 
cerely,  Disgusted  Voter.” 

The  candidate  sued,  contending 
this  letter  was  a  libel.  The  pub¬ 
lisher  in  its  defense  maintained 
that  by  virtue  of  her  candidacy  for 
reelection  the  woman  invited  pub¬ 
lic  criticism  and  a  free  discussion 
of  her  character,  activities  and  fit¬ 
ness  for  the  office. 

Test  of  Libelous  Character 
At  the  trial  a  verdict  was  direc¬ 
ted  by  the  court  for  the  publisher 
and  from  that  judgment  the  wom¬ 
an  appealed.  The  Illinois  appellate 
court  sustained  the  decision  of  the 
trial  court  and  held  this  letter  was 
not  libelous.  (Tiernan  v.  East 
Shore  Newspapers,  116  N.E.  2d. 
896.)  The  court  said, 

“In  testing  the  libelous  charac¬ 
ter  of  such  a  commentary  the 
courts  have  consistently  determined 
that  comments  or  criticisms  are 
not  libelous  however  severe  in 
their  terms  unless  they  are  written 
maliciously.  The  alleged  slander¬ 
ous  words  when  su-sceptible  of  such 


interpretation  will  receive  an  inno¬ 
cent  construction  by  interpretatioR 
and  cannot  by  innuendo  be  ex¬ 
tended  beyond  a  reasonable  con¬ 
struction. 

“A  number  of  cases  have  given 
considerable  attention  to  criticisnu 
substantially  similar  in  nature  and 
which  hava  been  potentially  moie 
derogatory.” 

In  one  of  the  cases  to  which  the 
court  referred  it  was  published  of 
a  candidate  for  reelection  as  sher¬ 
iff,  “It  is  no  wonder  these  crookt 
are  for  him  and  boast  that  they 
will  run  this  county  for  the  next 
four  years.” 

The  court  in  that  instance  said 
of  this  item,  “It  is  not  libelous  in 
itself  to  say  that  a  man  has  done 
nothing  in  the  enforcement  of  the 
law  nor  was  it  libelous  in  itself  to 
charge  that  thieves,  burglars,  bank 
robbers,  etc.,  were  supporting  the 
candidate  for  sheriff.”

Told  of  New  Law, 

Board  Opens  Meeting 

Springfield,  Ohio 

Ohio’s  open  meeting  law,  which 
became  effective  Jan.  31,  was  rec¬ 
ognized  here  by  the  local  election 
board. 

Members  of  the  Clark  Clounty 
Board  of  Elections,  which  is  under 
state  jurisdiction,  said  they  had 
been  unaware  of  the  new  law  when 
they  met  in  an  executive  session 
recently. 

The  day  after  the  “executive 
session,  from  which  a  Springfield 
Sun  reporter  had  been  excluded, 
the  board  stated: 

“The  board  of  elections  took  ac¬ 
tion  in  a  closed  meeting,  which, 
unfortunately,  it  should  not  have 
done  in  such  a  manner. 

“We  have  been  apprised  of  what 
the  law  states  and  we  certainly 
expect  and  want  to  conform  to  the 
law  at  all  times.”

Bingham  Urges 
Editorial  Page 
Sparkle,  Vigor 

Greencastle,  Ind. 

Publishers  themselves  are  re¬ 
sponsible  for  reduced  prestige  of 
newspaper  editorial  pages,  Barry 
Bingham,  editor  of  the  Louisville 
(Ky.)  Courier-Journal,  believes. 

Many  publishers,  Mr.  Bingham 
asserted  in  the  Kenneth  C.  Hogate 
journalism  lecture  at  DePauw  Uni¬ 
versity  here,  March  13,  “tolerate” 
editorial  pages  as  “nothing  more 
than  a  gesture  to  tradition.” 

“Many  papers  that  look  as  mod¬ 
ern  as  tomorrow  still  keep  their 
editorial  pages  looking  like  prim 
old  maids,  laced  up  in  the  fash¬ 
ions  of  the  Nineties,”  he  declared. 

The  musty,  ill-aired  appearance 
of  these  columns  Ls  often  matched 
by  the  ideas  they  contain,  he  said. 


Mr.  Bingham  called  for  a  “vig¬ 
orous  revival”  of  the  editorial  page 
and  the  development  of  stories  that 
“explain  the  news  as  well  as  re¬ 
port  it.” 

“1  write  editorials  every  day  my¬ 
self,”  said  Mr.  Bingham.  “I  love 
editorial  page  work.  Yet  I  still 
can’t  deny  .  .  .  that  editorial  pages 
in  general  are  not  read  as  widely 
as  they  used  to  be.  .  .  . 

“The  editorial  page  does  not 
make  money  directly  for  newspa¬ 
pers,”  Mr.  Bingham  said,  “but  it 
makes  prestige  and  leadership  .  .  . 
qualities  (which)  have  a  practical 
as  well  as  an  idealistic  value  to 
the  owners  of  their  newspapers.” 

Mr.  Bingham  laid  down  several 
requirements  he  would  set  for  edi¬ 
torial  pages  and  their  staffs: 

1  —  New  blood  should  be 
brought  in  “preferably  from  the 
news  staff”  to  avoid  staleness,  and 
they  should  be  urged  to  keep  in 
close  touch  with  the  “living  flow 
of  the  news.” 


3  —  The  editorial  page  should 
be  in  “striking  modern  dress,” 
making  it  the  “easiest  .  .  .  most 
appealing”  page  to  read. 

“The  editorial  that  Ls  written 
right  off  the  top  of  his  head  by 
a  desperately  rushed  hireling  is 
seldom  worth  the  space  it  con¬ 
sumes,”  Mr.  Bingham  said.  “The 
intelligent  newspaper  reader  can 
make  that  sort  of  off-the-cuff  com¬ 
ment  himself.  Why  should  he 
bother  to  read  it  in  an  editorial?”

St.  Petersburg,  Fla. 

Dr.  Edward  J.  McCormick,  pres¬ 
ident  of  the  American  Medical  As¬ 
sociation,  has  commended  the  St.

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Pulitzer's 
Window  Goes 
To  Columbia 

TIk  stained  glass  Statue  of  Lib¬ 
erty  window  which  has  been  a 
fixture  in  the  rear  of  the  lobby  of 
the  Pulitzer  Building,  home  of  the 
old  ;V<  if  York  World  on  Park  Row 
for  nearly  a  half  century,  was  re¬ 
moved  this  week.  It  will  be  in¬ 
stalled  in  the  Columbia  University 
Graduate  School  of  Journalism. 

The  famous  window  was  given 
to  the  university  by  the  City  of 
New  York,  which  has  acquired 
title  to  the  building  in  demolition 
proceedings. 

Dean  Carl  W.  Ackerman  of  the 
Graduate  School  of  Journalism 
made  this  statement: 

"We  are  profoundly  grateful  to 
Mayor  Robert  F.  Wagner  and  his 
administration  for  the  city's  gift 
of  the  famous  Statute  of  Liberty 
stained  glass  window,  which  for 
A5  years  has  been  .so  prominent  a 
part  of  the  old  New  York  World 
Building  on  Park  Row. 

“Now  that  the  once  famous 
skyscraper  is  being  demolished  to 
make  way  for  a  new  highway  to 
Brooklyn  Bridge,  we  are  proud 
and  happy  that  Jo.seph  Pulitzer’s 
celebrated  work  of  art  will  be  in¬ 
stalled  in  the  building  which  he 
provided  at  Columbia  University 


for  the  Journalism  School  he 
founded. 

"The  Liberty  window  is  related 
by  'sweat  and  tears’  to  Bartholdi’s 
statue  of  a  'mighty  woman  with 
a  torch’  for  people  'yearning  to 
breathe  free,’  the  greatest  symbol 
of  liberty  in  the  world. 

“Only  70  years  ago,  the  Statue 
of  Liberty  was  in  pieces,  in  crates 
in  France,  because  the  Congress 
of  the  United  States  did  not  ap¬ 
propriate  funds  to  complete  the 
pedestal. 

“Four  days  after  purchasing  the 
World,  Joseph  Pulitzer  launched 
an  editorial  appeal  to  his  readers 
to  subscribe  'sums  of  one  dollar 
and  upwards’  to  erect  the  base  for 
the  Torch  of  Liberty.  Char¬ 
women  and  workmen,  lacking  dol¬ 
lars,  left  dimes  on  the  newspaper’s 
counters.  School  children  con¬ 
tributed  their  pennies.  Jaseph 
Pulitzer’s  editorials  raised  $100,- 
000. 

“To  commemorate  the  event,  he 
installed  the  Statue  of  Liberty 
window  in  his  World  Building. 
Now  that  it  has  come  into  the 
possession  of  the  School  of  Jour¬ 
nalism  which  he  founded,  we  will 
preserve  it  as  guidance  and  in¬ 
spiration  for  the  journalists  of  to¬ 
day  and  tomorrow.” 

Mr.  Pulitzer  altered  the  Page  1 
logotype  of  the  World  to  include 
the  figure  of  Liberty  standing  be¬ 
tween  two  hemispheres,  holding 
aloft  her  torch. 


A  Society  Page  Hit, 
'Male  Viewpoint'

Ohio  Insurance  Superintendent 
Walter  A.  Robinson  last  week  is¬ 
sued  an  order  which  he  thinks  will 
cut  down  misleading  advertising 
for  accident  and  health  insurance. 

In  an  order  to  all  companies,  he 
said  that,  effective  at  once,  all  ad¬ 
vertisements  for  accident  and 
health  insurance  must  contain  the 
specific  name  or  number  of  the 
policy  on  which  the  advertisements 
are  based.  He  said  this  would 
“enable  the  division  to  determine 
if  such  advertising  copy  is  mate¬ 
rially  misleading  or  deceptive.”

Full  Reports  on 
Flow  of  News 


Reports  which  were  originally 
written  as  part  of  the  study  of  the 
flow  of  foreign  news  have  been 
printed  in  full  in  a  set  of  five  pam¬ 
phlets,  “As  Others  See  Us,”  pub¬ 
lished  by  the  International  Press 
Institute. 

One  of  the  objects  of  the  study 
was  to  find  out  how  well  or  badly 
foreign  reporting  was  fulfilling  its 
task  of  presenting  to  the  newspa¬ 
per  reader  a  comprehensive  and 
coherent  picture  of  other  countries. 
To  help  in  the  assessment,  foreign 
correspondents  were  asked  to  con¬ 
tribute  their  impressions  of  the  way 
in  which  their  native  country  was 
portrayed  in  the  press  of  the  coun¬ 
try  where  they  were  stationed.  The 
reports  were  sent  to  editors  in  the 
countries  concerned  for  their  com¬ 
ment. 

When  the  main  study  came  to  be 
written,  space  considerations  made 
it  necessary  to  reduce  these  full- 
length  reports  to  summaries  with 
only  the  most  important  excerpts 
quoted.  The  reports,  however,  had 
so  much  interest  that  the  Institute 
decided  to  publish  them— and  edi¬ 
tors’  comment  on  them — separate-

I.ester  Markel,  Sunday  editor  of 
the  New  York  Times  and  chair¬ 
man  of  the  IPI  board,  called  on 
President  Eisenhower  recently  and 
discussed  with  him  the  problems  of 
informing  people.s  of  the  world  on 
public  affairs. 

“I  talked  to  the  President  about 
a  survey  of  the  International  Press 
Institute  on  the  flow  of  the  news.” 

Mr.  Markel  said.  “This  showed  the 
existence  of  a  good  deal  of  ignor¬ 
ance  on  the  part  of  the  American 
people  on  public  affairs  in  general. 

“I  told  him  that  the  lack  of  in¬ 
formation  bred  a  kind  of  fear  in 
this  country.  Until  the  people  are 
better  informed,  we  cannot  deal 
with  this  fear  effectively.  The  Pres¬ 
ident  agreed.” 

Mr.  Markel  said  it  wa.s  “quite 
appalling”  how  uninformed  the 
people  were  on  some  issues. 

‘Too  many  papers  have  turned 
to  entertainment  instead  of  giving 
the  news,”  he  said.  ‘The  result 
is  that  people  are  turning  to  other 
media  for  the  news.  There  are  a 
couple  of  news  magazines  that 
wouldn’t  be  in  the  field  if  the  papers 
were  publishing  the  news. 

“This  lack  of  information  cre¬ 
ates  fear.”

IT  IS  with  a  great  source  of  pride  and  ac¬ 
complishment  that  Editor  &  Publisher 
observes  its  70th  anniversary  with  this  week’s 
issue.  On  March  22  we  start  our  71st  year. 

E&P  is  “The  Oldest  Publishers’  and  Adver¬ 
tisers’  Journal  in  America,”  as  its  masthead 
has  proclaimed  for  many  years.  As  the  spot 
NEWS  paper  of  the  newspaper  and  advertis¬ 
ing  fields,  it  is  frequently  called  ‘The  Bible” 
of  the  newspaper  profession.  We  are  espe¬ 
cially  proud  of  that  because  it  is  a  reflec¬ 
tion  of  the  esteem  with  which  E&P  is  regarded 
by  readers  and  advertisers  alike.  It  reflects, 
also,  a  reward  for  the  high  principles,  the 
honesty  and  integrity,  by  which  E&P  policy 
has  been  and  will  continue  to  be  guided. 

We  trace  our  history  back  to  The  Journalist 
which  was  founded  March  22,  1884.  Editor 
&  Publisher,  launched  June  29,  1901,  pur¬ 
chased  The  Journalist  and  merged  it  on  Janu¬ 
ary  19,  1907.  Since  then  this  publication  has 
merged  Newspaperdom  (founded  in  March, 
1892,  as  a  monthly).  The  Fourth  Estate 
(founded  March  1,  1894),  and  Advertising 
(founded  January  23,  1925). 

E&P  has  not  been  content  to  be  a  mere 
chronicler  of  events  in  the  newspaper  and 
advertising  fields.  Through  the  years  it  has 
been  a  leader  in  the  movement  for  better 
newspapers  and  improved  advertising.  E&P 
was  a  vigorous  supporter  of  the  Bourne  Law, 
passed  in  1912,  which  compelled  newspapers 
to  publish  truthful  statements  of  owner¬ 
ship  and  circulation.  It  followed  this  by 
championing  the  Audit  Bureau  of  Circula¬ 
tions  and  was  a  charter  member  at  its  found- ' 
ing  in  1914.  It  fostered  the  formation  of  the 
Bureau  of  Advertising,  AN  PA,  in  1914  and 
many  years  later  in  the  ’30s  it  was  in  the 
forefront  advocating  the  “United  Front”  cam¬ 
paign  which  resulted  in  an  expanded  Bureau 
of  Advertising.  Still  later,  in  the  ’40s,  we 
supported  the  so-called  million  dollar  budget 
of  the  Bureau.  We  have  been  a  leader  in  the 
“Truth  in  Advertising”  movement  and  a  pro¬ 
moter  of  improved  newspaper  promotion 
techniques. 

E&P  was  the  first  to  publish  market  studies 
in  1919  which  grew  into  the  Market  Guide, 
now  in  its  30th  year.  The  International 
Year  Book,  now  in  its  34th  edition,  was  the 
leader  in  presenting  information  on  daily 
newspaper  services  and  personnel  the  world 
over.  Editor  &  Publisher  was  the  first  to 
recognize  the  value  of  linage  statistics  and 
compiled  them  on  a  semi-annual  basis  for 
newspapers  beginning  in  1922,  long  before 
any  measuring  service  was  available.  The  poll 
of  newspaper  support  in  Presidential  election 
years  has  been  an  E&P  exclusive  since  1932. 

Editor  &  Publisher  has  long  been  an  ad¬ 
vocate  of  honest  and  objective  journalism  and 
it  has  been  way  out  front  in  every  fight  for 
protection  of  the  free  press  guarantee.  Re¬ 
cently  it  has  promoted  the  principle  of  self- 
examination  and  self-criticism  by  newspaper 
editors  and  has  supported,  financially  and 
otherwise,  seminars  for  that  purpose.  Begin¬ 
ning  in  the  early  ’20s  it  fostered  improve¬ 
ment  of  journalism  on  an  international  level 
through  the  Press  Congress  of  the  World, 
later  the  Pan  American  Press  Congress,  and 
today  is  supporting  actively  the  International 
Press  Institute  and  the  Inter-American  Press 
Association. 

It  has  been  a  busy  and  exciting  70  years

that  has  grown  in  tempo  year  by  year.  E&P’s 
sole  motivating  purpose  has  been  to  be  of 
service  to  the  newspaper  and  advertising  fields 
on  a  high  ethical  plane.  Hoping  that  we  have 
been  successful  in  that  purpose  to  some  small 
degree  we  face  the  future  with  determination 
to  do  an  even  better  job. 

AD  HELP  PAYS  OFF 

THE  success  of  Canadian  newspapers  in 

helping  national  advertisers  by  selling 
“hookers” — small  retail  tie-ins — has  been  al¬ 
most  phenomenal.  It  has  not  only  boosted 
the  newspapers’  retail  linage,  but  the  extra 
impact  of  the  national  ad  plus  the  tie-in  copy 
has  apparently  produced  such  good  sales  re¬ 
sults  that  most  national  advertisers  have  in¬ 
creased  their  space. 

Last  Oct.  17  we  quoted  a  Canadian  Daily 
Newspaper  Association  report  on  33  adver¬ 
tising  accounts:  “On  an  RCA  radio  and  TV 
schedule  in  51  papers,  all  of  the  papers  sold 
3,515  “hooker”  ads  amounting  to  115,000 
lines  granting  the  advertiser  a  31%  bonus. 
Fifty-three  out  of  55  papers  on  the  Johns- 
Manville  building  materials  schedule  sold 
2,354  “hookers”  bringing  in  57,194  extra 
lines  and  granting  the  advertiser  a  bonus  of 
28%.  The  bonus  ranges  up  to  87%  in  one 
instance.” 

On  Nov.  7  we  reported  “this  treatment  has 
paid  off  for  national  advertisers:  In  22 
sample  accounts  for  whom  a  good  manufac¬ 
turing-retailer  job  was  done  via  ‘hookers’ 
their  national  linage  in  a  six-month  period  was 
stepped  up  from  655,365  lines  to  2,112,975 
lines.” 

We  can  now  report,  on  the  basis  of  further 
information  from  CDNA,  that  “on  the  year’s 
performance  (1953),  the  national  linage  of 
these  22  accounts  grew  from  2  million  lines 
to  5  million  lines. 

We  can’t  understand  why  newspapers  in  the 
U.  S.,  particularly  the  smaller  ones,  don’t  de¬ 
velop  this  technique.  Experience  in  Canada 
proves  the  truth  of  an  E&P  statement  last 
October: 

“One  way  for  newspapers  to  increase  their 
national  advertising  volume  is  to  help  make 
it  more  effective  and  resultful  for  the  ad¬ 
vertiser. 

“This  can  be  done  by  the  “hooker”  method 
or  the  local  tie-in  ad.  The  “hooker.s”  do  not 
have  to  be  large  or  expensive.  The  more  that 
are  carried  the  more  effective  the  national  a<I 
will  be.  The  technique  opens  up  a  whole  new 
field  of  advertisers  who  never  before  bought 
space  and  who  could  be  developed  into  large 
space  users.  This  technique  shows  them  that 
advertising  pays.  More  ads  follow  initial 
success.” 


A  DANGEROUS  BILL 

THE  Michigan  House  of  Representatives 
adopted  a  liquor  and  beer  advertising  cen¬ 
sorship  bill  by  a  56-32  vote  and  passed  it 
on  to  the  State  Senate  for  consideration.  We 
feel  sure  the  Michigan  legislators  did  not 
comprehend  the  full  significance  of  the  bill 
or  they  would  not  have  approved  it.  It  is  a 
dangerous  piece  of  legislation  which  not  only 
provides  for  prior  censorship  of  TV  adver¬ 
tising  material  but  permits  penalties  to  the 
extent  of  prohibiting  sale  of  a  product  of  an 
offending  company. 

Never  before,  to  our  knowledge,  has  a  state 
legislature  gone  so  far  as  to  consider  banning 
an  item  from  its  retail  stores  because  of  the 
alleged  transgressions  of  its  advertising  on  a 
specific  medium — this  time  TV.  Next  time, 
what — newspapers? 

The  Michigan  bill  was  proposed  by  Rep. 
John  McCune  whose  young  son,  after  watch¬ 
ing  a  beer-sponsored  TV  show,  asked  him  if 
everybody  drank  a  bottle  of  beer  at  night. 

Many  states  regulate  the  advertising  prac¬ 
tices  of  alcoholic  beverage  industries.  The  wis¬ 
dom  of  this  legislation  is  debatable.  Beyond 
that,  it  seems  like  an  unconscionable  usurpa¬ 
tion  of  power,  in  a  state  that  is  “wet”  by  a 
choice  of  the  electorate,  for  a  legislature  to 
grant  authority  to  a  “commission”  to  decide 
that  an  alcoholic  beverage,  or  any  other  prod¬ 
uct  which  can  be  legally  sold  in  the  state, 
should  not  be  sold  because  of  an  alleged  in¬ 
fringement  of  an  advertising  “code.” 

In  this  instance,  the  State  Liquor  Control 
Commission  would  have  the  power  to  check 
all  TV  commercials  involving  alcoholic  bev¬ 
erages  with  the  police  authority  to  stop  the 
sale  of  the  product  of  an  offending  manufac¬ 
turer.  What  happens  when  a  legislator  de¬ 
cides  that  his  children  should  not  read  the 
whiskey  ads  in  a  newspaper?  Are  they  to  be 
included  in  the  regulations?  Or  what  about 
the  legislator  who  decides  that  his  son 
shouldn’t  smoke  and  therefore  shouldn’t  be 
exposed  to  tobacco  ads  or  commercials?  This 
thing  can  be  carried  to  ridiculous  extremes 
if  the  Michigan  bill  is  allowed  to  establish  a 
precedent. 

We  hope  that  the  state  senators  of  Michi¬ 
gan  see  the  implications  of  this  unfortunate 
measure  and  give  it  an  appropriate  burial. 

THE  WAY  TO  SALES 

DO  MANUFACTURERS  want  to  increase 
sales  to  speed  up  lagging  production  lines, 
or  to  clear  out  heavy  inventories?  Do  re¬ 
tailers  want  to  move  a  backlog  of  merchan¬ 
dise  from  their  shelves  and  stockrooms?  Then 
let  them  take  a  look  at  “The  Swanson  Story” 
appearing  in  this  issue. 

A  concentrated  sales  campaign  relying 
heavily  on  newspaper  advertising  sold  over  a 
million  cases  of  frozen  chicken  pies  in  90 
days.  The  whole  industry  involving  15  manu¬ 
facturers  had  sold  only  half  that  much  in  the 
same  period  the  year  before.  But  newspaper 
advertising  plus  concentrated  merchandising 
pulled  these  results:  500  cases  a  week  sold 
in  Houston  compared  to  200  previously; 
3,500  cases  in  Cincinnati  compared  to  1,000; 
20,000  cases  compared  to  10,000  for  a  Min¬ 
neapolis  broker. 

TTiis  is  a  sample  of  the  results  obtained 
when  hard-hitting  newspaper  advertising  is 
used  consistently.  Both  retailers  and  manu¬ 
facturers  could  profit  by  this  experience.

Tales  From  The  Bible 


For  Sunday,

A  Sunday  release  from  Pub¬ 
lishers  Syndicate  dealing  with 
great  biblical  stories  is  due  to 
make  its  initial  appearance  March 
21.  To  be  done  for  color  comics 
sections  by  John  Lehti,  ‘Tales 
from  the  Great  Book”  will  deal 
with  episodes  from  such  stories 
as  Samson,  Joshua  and  the  Walls 
of  Jericho,  and  Daniel.  Plans  call 
for  them  to  appear  in  that  order. 
Mr.  Lehti  said  titles  beyond  that 
are  somewhat  tentative. 

The  creator  of  this  feature,  who 
lives  with  his  wife  and  daughter 
in  Syosset,  N.  Y.,  did  “Tommy  of 
the  Big  Top”  from  1946  to  1950. 
A  member  of  the  104th  Infantry 
Division  during  the  war,  and 
wounded  in  action,  Mr.  Lehti  said 
he  has  had  the  idea  for  this  work 
in  mind  for  about  six  years. 

“I’m  really  keyed  up  about 
this,”  he  said.  “I’ve  got  a  lot  of 
biblical  and  archeological  research 
under  my  belt,  and  I’m  having  a 
lot  of  fun  doing  it.  The  reason 

I  wanted  to  do  it  is  not  just  for 
the  story  value,  and  these  stories 
are  the  basis  for  all  literature,  but 
to  show  the  feelings  of  people  and 
how  they  did  things  in  those  days 
— how  they  cooked,  what  they 
wore,  what  kinds  of  door  hinges 
they  had  on  their  houses.” 

Prior  to  service  in  World  War 

II  Mr.  Lehti  did.  as  he  put,  “a 
little  of  everything,  but  mostly 
advertising  art.”  For  this  new 
feature  he  said  he  has  been  doing 
“a  lot  of  heavy  research  for  the 
past  six  years.” 


In  Color 


Born  in  1912,  Mr.  Lehti  stud¬ 
ied  at  the  Beaux  Arts  Institute, 
the  Art  Students  League  and  the 
National  Academy  of  Design. 
Some  of  his  New  York  sketches 
have  appeared  at  the  Modern  Mu¬ 
seum  of  Art.  His  wife  is  Jean 
Tighe,  radio  and  television  singer, 
and  he  is  the  grandson  of  Johann 
Gustave  Lehtinen,  chapel  designer 
in  Finland  and  later  founder  of 
one  of  the  first  Finnish  language 
newspapers  in  the  United  States. 

The  style  of  ‘Tales  from  the 
Great  Book”  is  clean  but  im¬ 
mensely  detailed  with  great  atten¬ 
tion  being  devoted  to  dress,  arti¬ 
facts  and  the  tools  of  war.

L  A.  Magazines  Have 
Newspaper  Features 

I.ATiv  American  magazines  are 
publishing  the  features  that  cus¬ 
tomarily  appear  in  newspapers 
here  in  the  United  States.  This 
fact  of  more  than  passing  inter¬ 
est  was  one  of  several  substan¬ 
tiated  by  George  Little,  president 
of  General  Features  Corpora¬ 
tion.  during  a  recent  three  weeks 
tour  of  Central  and  South  Amer¬ 
ica. 

“Most  of  these  magazines  are 
‘slick,’  well  turned-out  and  with 
good  art,”  Mr.  Little  said.  “Some 
of  them  use  a  whole  week’s  worth 
of  comics.  I  noticed  some  Sunday 
strips  and  some  daily  ones;  some 
are  in  color  and  some  aren’t.  The 
result  of  all  this  is  that  the  maga¬ 
zines  down  there  have  a  terrific 
circulation.  These  aren’t  pirated 
strips,  either.  There’s  a  lot  of 
honesty  in  the  profession  and  the 
magazines  pay  good  prices.” 

As  opposed  to  the  magazine  pic¬ 
ture.  Mr.  Little  said,  the  newspa¬ 
pers  in  South  America  rarely  use 
more  than  six  comic  strips  and 
very  few  of  the  text  features  we 
use  in  this  country,  such  as  those 
on  food,  fashion,  medicine,  etc. 

“There  are  no  large  comic 
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spreads,”  General’s  president 
added,  “and  the  text  features  too 
are  mainly  in  the  magazines.  But 
the  newspapers  do  have  good  wire 
service  coverage.” 

Mr.  Little  said  that  there  is 
roughly  one  newspaper  for  every 
10  persons  in  Latin  America.  In 
Brazil,  he  pointed  out,  the  popu¬ 
lation  of  some  48,000,000  has 
1,000  daily  newspapers  to  choose 
from!  In  spite  of  this,  he  said,  the 
total  circulation  is  only  slightly 
over  3,000,000. 

Mr.  Little  noted  that  the  aver¬ 
age  salary  for  reporters  in  South 
America  ranges  from  $13  to 
$16.50  a  week  as  measured  by  our 
money.  This  represents,  he  said, 
a  200  per  cent  increase  in  the  last 
eight  years  in  some  cases.

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British  Papers 
To  Adopt  TTS 
Methods  Soon

London 

England’s  provincial  newspapers 
have  climbed  on  the  Teletypesetter 
bandwagon. 

Since  TTS  became  big  in  the 
United  States  and  Canada,  the 
provincials  have  been  watching 
its  development.  Now  a  number 
of  them  have  been  granted  im¬ 
port  licenses  by  the  Board  of 
Trade  to  bring  equipment  from 
America.  The  machines  are  ex¬ 
pected  to  be  in  operation  within 
three  months. 

The  tape  process  is  not  new  to 
Britain.  It  has  been  used  between 
London  and  Scotland  for  many 
years.  And  the  Times  has  for 
several  years  had  TTS  from  Par¬ 
liament  to  its  offices.  But  its  pos¬ 
sibilities  were  not  fully  appreci¬ 
ated  until  it  came  to  used  so 
extensively  in  America. 

*  *  * 

Advertising  Record 

All  previous  press  advertising 
records  were  shattered  in  1953. 
Nearly  $170,000,000  was  spent 
for  display  space  in  the  nation’s 
newspapers,  magazines  and  trade 
journals.  This  is  almost  three 
times  the  ad  expenditure  for  1947. 

Figures  published  by  the  Sta¬ 
tistical  Review  of  Press  Advertis¬ 
ing  show  that  the  1953  figure  was 
an  increase  of  25.47  per  cent  over 
1952.  And  newspapers  took  75 
per  cent  of  the  increase.  Maga¬ 
zines  got  the  largest  share  of  the 
total  (about  $49,000,000)  and  the 
London  morning  newspapers  got 
the  second  largest  share  (more 
than  $46,500,000), 

Biggest  single  advertiser  was 
Shell  Oil,  which  bought  about 
$1,500,000  in  space.  Other  prod¬ 
ucts  topping  the  million  dollar 
mark  were  Mars,  Tide,  Persil 
soap.  Ford  and  Nestles.

The  cost  of  press  telegrams 
within  Britain  is  to  be  more  than 
doubled.  But  there  is  no  outcry 
from  the  press,  for  private  tele¬ 
graph  wires  have  pushed  press 
telegrams  into  the  background. 
The  latter  now  amount  to  only 
$84,000  a  year. 

*  •  « 

An  official  press  delegation  has 
asked  the  government  to  approve 
contracts  for  importing  an  addi¬ 
tional  100,000  tons  of  newsprint 
a  year.  At  least  half  would  come 
from  Canada.  There  is  also  a 
possibility  of  getting  an  extra 
50,000  tons  from  the  home  mills 
next  year. 

If  this  additional  150,000  tons 
is  acquired,  Britain’s  newsprint 
rationing  may  end  at  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  1955.

How  Postage  Increase 
Hurts  *Grass Roots* Daily

voted  by  Congress,  according  to 
T.  Perry  Wesley,  publisher  of  the 
Spencer  (Ind.)  Evening  World. 

Here’s  how  the  publisher  of  “In¬ 
diana’s  smallest  daily  paper”  (ap¬ 
proximately  3,000  evening  except 
Saturday)  explains  the  small  pa¬ 
pers’  problem  in  the  series  of  sec¬ 
ond-class  postage  hikes: 

“Although  few  publishers  knew 
it  until  the  rate  increase  was  actu¬ 
ally  put  into  effect,  the  really  small 
newspapers  got  a  second  class  rate 
boost  of  just  under  100  percent 
two  years  ago  when  the  first  in  the 
series  of  three  10  percent  increases 
hit  most  publications.  The  little 
papers,  too  small  to  have  a  voice 
in  Washington,  are  now  facing 
another  100  percent  increase  unless 


somebody  does  something  about  it. 

“The  papers  which  are  so  small 
that  they  go  by  the  piece  instead 
of  by  pound  have  been  going  at 
one-eighth  of  a  cent  each  (which 
I  think  is  a  fair  rate)  since  the 
bigger  papers  took  the  first  of  the 
three  10  percent  increases  two 
years  ago.  Our  rate  had  been 
slightly  over  half  that  amount  prior 
to  that  time. 

“Now,  with  the  bigger  papers 
facing  another  series  of  three  10 
percent  increases,  which  will  give 
them  a  total  of  60  percent  increase 
by  April  1,  1957,  the  ‘piece  instead 
of  pound’  papers  (under  H.R. 
6052)  face  a  jump  from  the  present 
one-eighth  cent  per  copy  to  one- 
fourth  cent  per  copy — a  boost  of 
100  percent.  Thus,  in  two  jolts  the 
little  fellows  would  get  a  boost  of 
just  about  200  percent,  while  the 
big  boys  would  be  getting  a  total

of  60  percent  increase  in  six  easy 
stages. 

“As  originally  proposed,  H.R. 
6052  would  have  given  us  little 
fellows  a  400  percent  increase  by 
sending  us  to  a  half<ent  per  copy 
rate.  That  has  been  revised. 

“I  contend  that  the  second  100 
percent  increase  for  the  little  pa¬ 
pers  is  unreasonable  and  uncalled 
for.  Considering  the  amount  of 
Civil  Service,  Post  Office  Depart- 
m  e  n  t  (Christmas  early  -  mailing, 
etc.)  Savings  Bond  and  other  prop¬ 
aganda  we’re  expected  to  give  gov¬ 
ernment  agencies,  I  contend  that 
we  are  now  fully  paying  our  way. 

“Congressmen  and  many  pub¬ 
lishers  are  not  correctly  informed 
about  this  so-called  ‘free  in<ounty 
bonanza.’  I  pay  one-eighth  of  a 
cent  each  for  more  copies  of  my 
newspaper  going  to  subscribers  who 
live  in  Owen  county  (my  home 
county)  than  go  free.  Are  you 
surprised?  Don’t  be!  It  goes  like 
this: 

Free-in-County  Plan 

“  ‘Free  in-county’  does  not  apply 
to  any  of  my  papers  which  are  de¬ 
livered  in  post  offices  or  on  rural 
routes  out  of  post  offices  having 
village  or  city  carrier  service.  Re¬ 
sult:  I  pay  for  all  my  papers  which 
go  on  the  four  Spencer  rural  routes 
(the  great  heart  of  my  newspaper’s 
circulation),  but  I  don’t  pay  for 
copies  of  my  paper  delivereid  on 
rural  routes  out  of  other  post 
offices  in  Owen  county. 

“Thus,  the  papers  which  I  take 
to  my  own  post  office  and  which 
do  not  have  to  go  through  any 
other  post  office  cost  me.  But 
those  which  go  from  this  post 
office  to  another  post  office  some¬ 
where  else  out  in  the  county,  go 
free.  For  example,  I  pay  for  de¬ 
livery  of  a  paper  to  a  subscriber 
who  lives  just  out  at  the  edge  of 
Spencer.  But  for  the  subscriber 
who  lives  on  a  rural  route  out  of 
some  of  the  other  post  offices  in 
Owen  county,  my  paper  goes  from 
Spencer  to  Indianapolis  to  that 
post  office,  then  out  on  the  rural 
route  from  that  post  office,  but  it 
goes  free  of  postage.

5  Dailies  Test 
New,  Versatile 
Vending  Robot 

A  new  type  of  newspaper  vend¬ 
ing  machine  will  be  put  into  serv¬ 
ice  by  five  metropolitan  newspa¬ 
pers  about  March  20.  Known  as 
the  NewsVend  machine,  it  has  30 
compartments,  each  capable  of 
holding  either  a  10-page  tabloid, 
or  a  300-page  Sunday  edition. 

NewsVend  machines  have  been 
leased  to  the  Chicago  Tribune, 
New  York  Mirror,  New  York  Jour¬ 
nal- American,  Philadelphia  (Pa.) 
Bulletin,  and  Washington  (D.  C.) 
Times-Herald.  The  purpose  of  the 
initial  release  of  these  machines 
to  the  five  papers  mentioned  is  to 
provide  them  with  a  means  of  de¬ 
termining  how  mechanical  vend¬ 
ing  of  newspapers  can  most  effec¬ 
tively  be  accomplished. 

5  Get  Initial  Production 
The  five  papers  have  partici¬ 
pated  with  United  Sound  &  Sig¬ 
nal  Company,  Inc.,  Columbia,  Pa., 
in  the  development  of  NewsVend. 
United  is  well  known  in  the  vend¬ 
ing  industry.  The  NewsVend  ma¬ 
chine  has  been  especially  engin¬ 
eered  for  newspaper  use. 

The  machine  is  weatherproof, 
can  be  loaded  in  90  seconds,  and 
makes  change  for  nickels,  dimes 
and  quarters.  It  will  hold  30  stan¬ 
dard  or  tabloid  papers,  regardless 
of  the  number  of  pages,  and  can 
sell  them  for  any  even  or  odd 
amount  per  copy. 

The  unit  weighs  93  pounds  and 
can  be  equipped  for  wall-mount¬ 
ing,  counter-mounting,  or  to  stand 
on  its  own  steel  stand.  Plans  were 
being  made  by  the  papers  leasing 
the  NewsVend  machines  to  put 
them  in  such  locations  as  apart¬ 
ment  house  lobbies,  parking  lots 
and  bus  stops.  The  papers  men¬ 
tioned  have  priority  rights  to 
United’s  initial  production. 

John  J.  Wisler,  president  of 
United,  told  E&P  the  new  machine 
embodies  an  entirely  new  concept 
of  vending  non-uniform  products, 
such  as  the  varying  thicknesses  of 
newspaper  editions  from  day  to 
day.  “This  has  been  the  biggest 
single  design  shortcoming  of  other 
types  of  machines  which  have  ap¬ 
peared  on  the  market  in  the  past," 
said  Mr.  Wisler. 

United  will  collaborate  with  the 
five  newspapers  named  as  they  de¬ 
velop  use  patterns  for  the  ma¬ 
chines,  he  added.  Operating  ex¬ 
perience  and  information  will  be 
exchanged  between  the  papers. 

“The  machines  will  be  leased — 
not  sold — for  a  nominal  monthly 
rental  well  within  the  economic 
range  of  allowable  circulation 
cost,”  said  Mr.  Wisler.  “Some  pa¬ 
pers  feel  that  the  100  per  cent 
retail  price  return  secured  through 
vending  versus  the  average  honor 
rack  paper  and  money  shrinkage 
indicates  that  the  rentals  can  be 
supported  using  only  the  money 
now  lost  at  a  given  location.”

“Add  that  one  up  and  get  some 
sense  out  of  it  if  you  can. 

“The  point  I  started  out  to  make 
in  regard  to  so-called  ‘free-in-coun- 
ty’  mailing  is  that  most  people 
think  all  copies  of  the  paper  which 
go  to  subscribers  in  the  county  go 
free.  Only  those  which  go  to  sub¬ 
scribers  who  get  their  mail  in  or 
on  rural  routes  out  of  post  offices 
NOT  having  village  or  city  carrier 
service  go  free. 

“I’m  no  expert,  and  I  could  be 
wrong,  but  I  believe  the  ‘piece  in¬ 
stead  of  pound’  rate  of  second 
class  postage  would  apply  to  every 
newspaper  of  8  or  less  pages  with 
not  to  exceed  50  percent  advertis¬ 
ing. 

‘Those  are  what  you  can  truly 
call  the  ‘home  town’  dailies  of  the 
nation.  And  those  are  the  ones 
which  face  a  swift  kick  in  the 
teeth  if  this  bill  becomes  law  ‘as

Honolulu 

The  Honolulu  Star-Bulletin,  in 
an  effort  to  contravene  restrictions 
on  news  coverage  of  forthcoming 
H-Bomb  tests  in  the  South  PaciSc 
and  to  point  up  their  inconsistency, 
has  offered  to  pay  observers — in¬ 
cluding  Congressmen — for  descrip¬ 
tions  of  the  tests. 

The  text  of  the  paper’s  front 
page  offer,  published  March  12, 
follows. 

“In  furtherance  of  journalistic 
enterprise.  The  Star-Bulletin  offers 
$25  for  the  best  letter  describing 
the  hydrogen  bomb  explosion  be¬ 
lieved  to  be  forthcoming  soon  at 
or  near  the  Eniwetok  proving 
grounds. 

‘in  October,  1952,  when  the 
first  such  explosion  was  readied  in 
the  Pacific,  legitimate  news  report¬ 
ers  were  barred.  National  security 
was  given  as  the  reason. 

‘However,  no  effective  restric¬ 
tions  were  placed  on  service  per¬ 
sonnel.  They  described  the  test  in 
considerable  detail.  The  newspa¬ 
pers,  though  with  some  feeling  of 
frustration,  were  glad  to  get  the 
news,  even  second-hand. 

“Legitimate  reporters  have  again 
been  barred  from  the  current  tests. 

“However,  it  is  noted  that  again 
no  effective  restrictions  have  been 
placed  on  service  personnel.  Corp¬ 
oral  Don  Whitaker  of  the  Marines, 
writing  to  his  mother  in  Cincin¬ 
nati,  gives  a  fine  description  of  an 
atomic  explosion  late  last  month. 

“Believing  that  such  enterprise 
should  be  rewarded.  The  Star-Bul¬ 
letin  makes  its  offer  of  $25  for  the 
best  report  on  the  forthcoming  hy¬ 
drogen  explosion. 

“The  offer  is  open  to  Congress¬ 
men  who  will  witness  the  test  as 
well  as  service  personnel.”

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Shop  Talk  at  Thirty

We  are  indebted  to  the  Provi¬ 
dence  Journal-Bulletin  for  supply¬ 
ing  the  theme  of  this  piece  and 
for  one  of  the  most  interesting 
advertisements,  among  the  many 
interesting  ads,  in  last  week’s  E&P. 
Perhaps  you  read  it?  The  title 
was;  “What  About  the  One-Party 
Tag  Now,  Adlai?”  It  was  a  re¬ 
print  of  an  editorial  which  ap¬ 
peared  in  the  Journal-Bulletin 
March  8. 

The  editorial  started  off  by 
quoting  Stevenson’s  1952  cam¬ 
paign  statement:  “I  am,  frankly, 
considerably  concerned  when  I 
see  the  extent  to  which  we  are 
developing  a  one-party  press  in 
a  two-party  country.  ...  I  am 
gravely  concerned  about  the  im¬ 
plications  of  this  one-party  sys¬ 
tem  for  our  American  press  and 
free  society.” 

Most  of  the  nation’s  press 
hopped  on  that  one  and  pointed 
out  that  whereas  their  editorial 
pages  may  have  been  supporting 
Eisenhower’s  candidacy  their  news 
pages  were  reporting  the  campaign 
fully  and  fairly.  Nevertheless, 
Stevenson’s  Democratic  support¬ 
ers  including  a  few  newspapers 
ballooned  his  comment  almost 
into  a  cause  celebre.  Newspapers 
in  general  were  charged  with  fa¬ 
voring  the  Republican  candidate 
not  only  editorially  but  in  news 
and  picture  treatment.  Several 
studies  since  then  have  shown  that 
newspapers  in  general  played  it 
“straight”  and,  in  fact,  they  were 
leaning  so  far  over  backward  to 
be  fair  to  both  candidates  that  the 
margin  was  in  favor  of  the  Demo¬ 
crats  in  some  instances. 

Still,  the  Stevenson  catch-line 
has  persisted  to  this  day,  as  E&P 
said  it  would  at  the  time.  No 
matter  what  evidence  has  been 
presented  to  the  contrary,  “one- 
party  press”  seems  to  be  too  handy 
a  smear  word  to  forget,  and  it  is 
still  current  in  some  circles. 

*  *  * 

Now,  MORE  than  a  year  and  a 
half  after  the  ’52  campaign,  there 
is  further  evidence  in  newspaper 
news  coverage — also  editorial  at¬ 
titude — to  disprove  Stevenson’s 
politically-inspired  campaign  ora¬ 
tory. 

The  Journal-Bulletin  recalled 
“the  last  several  weeks  when 
nearly  any  newspaper  you  could 
lay  hands  on  was  filled  with  cov¬ 
erage  of  the  spectacular  GOP 
family  squabble  over  McCarthy- 
ism,  and  with  vigorous  criticism 
of  the  administration  —  including 
Mr.  Eisenhower  personally  —  for 
the  inept  way  in  which  that  prob¬ 
lem  was  being  handled.” 

The  newspaper  noted,  also,  that 
when  administration  officials 
started  talking  about  the  2,200  se¬ 
curity  dismissals  it  was  the  news¬ 
papers  which  started  asking  ques¬ 
tions  and  demanding  a  breakdown 


of  the  figures  which  was  finally 
forced  out.  The  Harry  Dexter 
White  case  of  last  Fall  and  thor¬ 
ough  coverage  of  charges  and 
counter-charges  was  cited.  “And 
during  the  last  two  months  few 
papers  anywhere  have  failed  to 
print  news  stories  and  editorial 
comment  about  the  symptoms  of 
economic  slump  that  have  begun 
to  appear,”  the  J-B  said.  “There 
was  a  day,  not  too  many  decades 
ago,  when  it  would  have  been  con¬ 
sidered  heresy  to  call  attention  to 
such  signs.  A  real  ‘one-party 
press’  would  still  be  doing  its  best 
to  gloss  over  a  situation  so  full 
of  potential  difficulties  for  the  ad¬ 
ministration  and  its  legislative 
program.” 

*  *  ♦ 

The  Journal-Bulletin  makes  an 
excellent  point.  It  could  have 
cited  other  evidence  of  this  kind. 

There  was  the  Bricker  Amend¬ 
ment.  It  also  reflected  a  split  in  the 
GOP  but  probably  no  other  re¬ 
cent  piece  of  legislation  has  re¬ 
ceived  such  sustained  and  thor¬ 
ough  explanatory  coverage. 

More  recently,  since  the  J-B 
editorial  was  written,  there  was 
the  showdown  fight  between  the 
Army  and  McCarthy  just  now 
coming  to  a  head  which  has  been 
given  columns  of  space  in  all 
newspapers. 

The  full  coverage  of  the  party¬ 
line  fight  over  the  tax  bill  has 
also  been  given  extensive  treat¬ 
ment. 

These  are  stories  containing  real 
or  potential  embarrassment  for  the 
present  administration  in  Wash¬ 
ington  which  a  “one-party  press” 
would  have  played  down.  To  the 
contrary,  they  have  been  given 
complete  and  proper  attention  by 
the  press  which  has  covered  the 
news  “without  fear  or  favor”  and 
has  let  the  chips  fall  where  they 
may. 

“One-party  press”  may  go  down 
in  history  as  the  most  over-worked 
slur  ever  dreamed  up  in  the  heat 
of  an  election  campaign.  We  feel 
sure  it  will  not  die  easily  but  will 
continue  to  be  with  us  for  some 
time,  perhaps  forever.  It  will  un¬ 
doubtedly  be  resurrected  in  future 
campaigns  whenever  a  candidate 
or  party  imagines  he  or  it  has  not 
been  treated  properly  or  fairly  in 
the  press.  The  charges  will  have 
just  about  as  much  validity  then 
as  they  have  had  in  the  past.

Pittsburgh 
Federal  Judge  Wallace  S.  Gour- 
ley  has  suggested,  in  a  28-page 
ruling,  that  the  Pennsylvania  State 
Supreme  Court  be  asked  to  de¬ 
termine  legality  of  a  Westmore¬ 
land  County  ban  on  picture-taking 
in  its  courthouse. 

At  the  same  time,  he  warned 
against  the  “growing  tendency  of 
public  officials  to  feel  that  they 
are  not  accountable  to  the  public 
.  .  .  (and)  divulge  only  such  in¬ 
formation  as  they  think  is  good 
for  the  public  to  know.  .  .  .” 

Keeps  Jurisdiction 
Judge  Gourley,  chief  of  the 
Federal  district  court  here,  re¬ 
tained  jurisdiction  by  staying  in¬ 
junction  proceedings  until  a  State 
court  ruling  is  handed  down.  He 
continued  a  temporary  order  per¬ 
mitting  photographers  to  take  pic¬ 
tures  inside  the  courthouse  at 
Greensburg  if  their  activity  does 
not  interfere  with  trials  and  if 
subjects  give  written  permission. 

Judge  Gourley  said  the  case 
should  first  go  through  the  proc¬ 
esses  of  the  State  courts,  since  the 
photo  ban  was  imposed  by  West¬ 
moreland  judges  under  State  acts 
and  the  State  Constitution. 

The  ban  was  ordered  by  three 
judges  Feb.  25  preliminary  to  the 
murder  trial  in  which  John  W. 
Wable  was  last  week  convicted 
and  sentenced  to  death  in  the 
murders  of  two  truck  drivers  on 
the  Pennsylvania  Turnpike. 

Judge  Gourley  said  it  “is  illus¬ 
ory  to  expect  the  newspapers  in 
the  publication  of  news  to  retreat 
into  the  type  of  ivory  tower  to 
which  those  who  sigh  for  the  past 
would  relegate  them.”
